It  is  well  known  to  the  Shareholders  that  the  policy  of  the  Board  has,  for  many  years,  limited  as  much  as  j<ossible 
the  outside  engagements  of  the  Company,  and  applied  the  proceeds  of  the  lands  strictly  to  the  extinction  of  the  Mort- 
gage Debt.  The  Directors  have  the  satisfaction  to  report  that,  with  the  exception  of  $.3,074,000  Bonds  which  the 
Com))any  is  prepared  to  pay  upon  presentation,  the  original  Construction  I)eV)t  of  $17,000,000  has  been  redeemed.  Tlie 
balance  becomes  payable  April  1st,  1875.  The  Company  offers  a  premium  i  upon  Boiute  presented  prior  to  tl>«i'3j8t  of 
.Tilly  next.  The  redemption  of  these  Bonds  leaves  only  $5,000,000  of  debt,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,,  namely: 
$2,500,000  due  April  1st,  1875,  and  $2,500,000  due  April  1st,  1890.  The  Share  (Ja])ital  is  now  $2.5,500,000  of  full.  j)aid 
shares,  and  $1,750,000  half  paid  shares,  upon  which  the  remaining  inst'allrrient  of  fifty  per  celitl '^alls  liue  on  the  Ist  of

The  Debt  and  Share  Capital  combined  do  not  express  the  full  (^ost  of  thft  property,  and  jl  should  be  noted  that 
upon  the  plan  of  making  up  the  (Construction  account,  followed  by  most  railways,  our  charge  to  Construction  Expend- 
itures would  be  considerably  increased,  owing  to  the  fact  that,  during  the  lat(t  l^en  years,  extensive  improvements  and 
additions  have  been  made  to  your  property  which  might  thus  have  been  char^e^  jto  c^pi^al  account,  but  have  been 
included  among  the  working  expenses.  Your  Directors  are  satisfied  tliat,  if  thes.e  were  included,  the  cost  of  the  prop- 
erty at  the  close  of  187:5,  might  be  fairly  stated  at  about  $37,000,000.

The  traffic  of  your  railway  was  intej-rupted  in  the  year  1872  by  the  extraordiriary  demand  for  vessels  on  the  Lakes, 
engaging  an  important  share  of  the  tonnage  for  the  transportation  of  iron  ores.  The  difficulties  of  that  year  rendered 
it  imi)erative  that  the  control  of  an  independent  outlet  for  our  traffic  should  be  obtained.  Your  Board  had  previously 
requested  three  of  its  members  to  visit  the  South  to  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  railways  to  ,N^w  Qrleans  and 
Mobile,  thus  recalling  the  original  design  of  the  (-ieneral  Government  in  conferring  grants  of  land  upon  the  States  ol' 
Illinois,  Mississippi,  and  Alabama,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  railway  communication  from  the  Lakes  to  the  Gulf. 
These  Directors  found  that  with  an  outlay  of  about  $6,000,000,  the  direct  connection  from  Cairo  to  New  Orleans  could 
be  completed  and  the  older  portions  of  the  line  renewed.  The  Board  endeavored  to  accomplish  this  result  with  the 
least  outlay,  and  secured  a  practical  working  agreement  with  the  New  Orleans,  Jackson  &  Great  Northern  and  Mis- 
sissippi Central  Railroad  Companies,  providing  for  a  division  of  traffic  by  mileage  with  {these  twp  railways  to  New 
Orleans,  thus  constituting  the  shortest  practicable  route  (only  one-tenth  longer  than  the  geograpliical  distance),  saving 
twelve  hours  time  between  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans,  and  eighteen  hours  betweeji  Chicago  and  New  Oi-leans  over  the 
jjrevious  communications  by  rail.  ' 

A  small  share  of  the  immense  comra'erce  of  the  interior  rivers  of  tHi-S  continent  which  fall  into  the  Mississippi 
river  at  Cairo,  will  amply  support  the  railways  south  of  Cairo,  which,  with  imperfect  means,  and  insufficient  equip- 
ment, have  earned  for  three  years  past  a  surplus  beyond  the  interest  on  their  mortgages.  The  railway  connection  at 
Cairo  was  only  completed  the  last  day  of  the  year,  hence,  tlji^eir  net  traffic

The  entire  bonded  debt  of  the  two  Companies  is  $16,000,000.  The  interest  on  this  (^eU,  being  '$'i,^JOd,o'oo,'  is  quite 
within  the  net  traffic  of  the  lines.  Your  Board,  at  the  request  of  the  Shareholders,  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  engaged 
to  purchase  six  millions  of  these  bonds  by  accepting  annually  tenders,  if  made,  to  theiextent  of  $200,000  per  annum  at  par. 
With  this  engagement  the  Southern  Companies  were  able  to  negotiate  their  bonds.  vSubsequently,  five  millions  of  the 
Southern  bonds,  with  our  engagement  to  purchase  attached,  bearing  seven  per  ce^it.  interest  in  gol(J, were  offered  in; 
even  exchange  for  one  million  sterling  of  our  five  per  cent,  bonds  of  £200  eack  Ypui^-  Board,  promptly  accepted  this 
offer,  and  have  engaged  that  in  any  future  mortgage  that  may  be  placed  upon  your  projjerty,  this  issue  of  five  per  cent. 
.  bonds  shall  be  included,  limiting  the  mortgage,  when  made,  to  $15,000,000.  It  is  also  agreed  that  this  Company  shall 
'  retam  the  five  millions  of  the  seven  per  cent.  Southern  bonds  and  apjiropriate  the  interest  thereifrom  to  a  fund  to  meet 
the  interest  and  redeem  the  principal  of  our  bonds.  Two  per  cent,  per  annum,  gained  by  the  exchange,  applied  in  this, 
way,  establishes  the  Sinking  Fund  to  retire  all  the  five  per  cent,  bonds  bofpre  nsiaturity,  and  will  then  leave  tlie  five* 
millions  of  Southern  bonds  in  your  treasury,  free  of  cof^tj.|.,.      .

Our  traffic  has  suffered  for  several  years  by  the  diversion  of  grain  to  the  East  direct  by  rail  over  the  extensions  of^ 
the  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  systems  of  railway,  and  as  these  railways  are  perfecting  and  increasing  their  facilities 
for  direct  rail  transpoi-tation,  we  have  considered  carefully  the  sources  of  ' income  to  which  we  tna/  look  for  the  fntur^' 
in  substitution  for  this  partial  diversion  of  the  grain  business  hitherto  controlled  by  the  cheaper  water  communicatidtf'

The  residt  of  railway  enterprises  in  the  Western  States  is  in  direct  , ratio  to  their  gain  in,  population  and  wealth. 
The  State  of  Illinois  conspicuously  leads  the  Western  States  in  numbers  and  resources. ^j^Thp  j^p^^ulaj^ij^n^  in^l870  was 
2,5.39,891.    There  were  nineteen  millions  of  aci'es  of  improved  farms.  ,  ^  ,  ,. 

When  our  railway  was  projected  across  the  open  prairie  to  the  timber  laii^s  of  Southern  Illinois,  tiie're  were  still 
Government  lands  open  to  purchase  at  12^  cents  per  acre.  The  valuation  o^F  Real  and  Personal  Estate  in  Illinois  in 
1860  was  $]  56,265,006.  Only  twenty  years  had  elapsed,  and  in  1 870,  this  valuation,  as  shown  by  the  Government  Report,

Your  Directors  believe  that  the  development  of  the  manufactures  of  Illinois  will,  within  a,  .very  few  years,  show  a 
more  remarkable  progress  even,  than  has  been  obtained  from  the  cultivation  of  ,its  soil.  The  coal  measures  of  Illinois 
are  said  to  cover  an  extent  of  19,000  square  miles.  This  abundant  sui)ply  of  coal  is  near  at  hand  to  the  inexhaustible 
iron  ores  of  Lake  Superior  and  of  Missouri.  Already  the  transportation  of  coal,  of  iron  ore,  and  of  manufactured 
products,  are  important  souriijigg  M  revenue.  The  manufacttires'  of  lUinrtis,  so'  insignificant*  iw-  Isfec  (btily  $16,^34,272) 
are  stated  in  the  Ninth  Census  (1870)  at  $205,620,672.  "  - 

Your  Directors  look  hopefully  to  the  future  of  this  property,  and.  believe  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  adopt  a  bolder 
policy  in  forming  alliances  with  other  lines  to  reach  the  larger  interior  towns  of  the  State,  which  seem  to  be  destined, 
in  the  next  decade,  to  become  the  centres  of  manufacturing  districts.  .,i 

The  Directors  will  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Shareholders  and  appoint  an  officer  of  the  Company,  resident 
in  London,  authorized  to  issue  provisional  receipts  for  Shares  sent  to  that  office  for  transfer.

'  Car  Department. — This  repairs  of  passenger  and  freight  cars  have  been  thorough,  and  they  are  in  as  good  condition  as  at  the  datfl 
of  my  last  report.  The  usual  proportions  of  all  classes  have  been  rebuilt  to  replace  those  worn  out  or  destroyed,  and  there  are  now  no  niis^Sj 
ing  numbers.    A  first  class  passenger  car  has  been  built  and  its  cost  charged  to  repairs,  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  burnt  at  Fort  Dodge  in  1873.' 

For  repairs  of  passenger  cars  during  the  year,  1,160  new  wheels  and  479  new  axles  have  been  used.  No  axle  is  perniittcd  to  remain 
under  a  passenger  car  longer  than  two  and  one-half  years. 

3,281  new  wheels  have  been  used  during  the  year  in  the  repairs  of  freight  cai's,  making  a  total  number  of  8,441  new  wheels  used  for 
repairs  of  cars.  ■)t\')  \)tn.  j.  j  ii.' 

The  Westinghouse  Air  Brake  has  beeu  pdaiGedi  upon  forty-eight  cars  during  the  year. !  We  have  ten  passenger  cars  undergoing  repairs, 
or  temporarily  out  of  use,  upon  ^liich  the  brake  is  being  placed  ;  when  Uies^  caj'S  .aa'.e,  complete,;  our  entire  passenger  equiiprnent  will  be 
supplied  with  this  brake. 

There  have  been  built  at  the  Company's  shops  and  charged  to  construction  account  forty  new  box  cars,  designed  and  fitted  for  trans- 
ferring to  broad  gauge  trucks  ;  also  one  first  class  sleeping  and  two  baggage  cars,  and, three  sets  of  six  wheel  broad  gauge  trucks  to  be  used 
under  this  Company's  sleeping  cars  running  through  to  New  Orleans. 

The  Mississippi,  Central  extension  having  been  completed  to  Fillmore,  opjiosite  Cairo,  tlirough  trains  betweeii  Ckicago 
and  New  Orleans  were  put  on,  Deceml>er  24th,  1873.  The  transfer  of  the  trains  between  Cairo  and  Fillmore  is  accomplished  by  a  new  first 
cla.ss  steamer  built  expressly  for  this  purpose;  she  is  capable  of  transferring  at  one  time  six  passenger  cars  or  twelve  freigl»t  cars.  The  open- 
ing of  this  line  does  away  with  the  necessity  of  running  the  transit  steamer  Illinois  between  Cairo  and  Columbus.  This  steamer  now  lies 
at  tlie  Levee  at  Cairo,  and  is  ofTered  for  sale.  \ 

In  addition  to  the  forty  new  cars  before  mentioned,  we  have  rebuilt  ten  cars  and  fitted  tliem  for  transferring,  making  fifty  in  all,  in  use  foj" 
tlirough  traffic  south.  More  freight  cars  at^e  ilovv  required,  ahd  iis  those  worn  out  are  rebuilt  theywill.be  fitted  for  this  service  until  tlie

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

Mr.  JOHN  NEWELL,  Pkesident: 

Sir: — I  herewith  submit  a  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  Road  I)(-|jartni(tiil,,  for  tlio  year eiulini^  Decciuher  'Mt^f,  \HT.',. 
The  PERMANENT  EXPENDITURES  were  $42i),845.48,  for  the  following  aecoiints: 

Piidffiiiff.—An  iron  drawbridge,  198*  feet  in  l<!ngtli,  has  been  built  at  the  Illinois  river,  to  replace  the  old  woodcti  structure,  whicli  it 
had  become  necessarj-  to  rebuild.  TJie  additional  (;o.st  over  that  required  to  lebuild  of  wood  is  charged  to  this  account.  This  com plelcB  the 
rebuilding  of  the  Illinois  river  bridge  with  iron,  its  entire  length  being  2,88H  feet. 

Station,  Buil(i,ings.—l!iew  buildings  have  been  erected  as  follows:  At  (Jairo,  afreight  house,  42  feet  by  204  feet;  at  Bigel  and  Thomasboro, 
station  houses,  each  24  feet  by  60  feet;  at  Danforth,  a  station  house,  22  feet  by  48  feet,  and  at  Fort  Dodge,  a  store  house,  12  feet  by  20  feet, 
all  of  wood;  at  Dubuque,  a  first-class  freight  house,  55^-  feet  by  304  feet,  of  brick  with  slate  roof.  New  track  .scales  were  put  in  at  (Jhicago, 
and  stock  scales  at  Dixon.    Three  new  stock  yards  were  built  at  stations  in  Illinois,  and  five  in  Iowa. 

This  account  is  also  charged  with  one-half  the  amount  expended  at  Cairo  for  machinery  for  interchanging  the  trucks  of  through  cars 
to  run  in  connection  with  the  southern  lines,  and  for  a  transfer  shed  for  transferring  freight.    The  gauge  of  tlie  .southerji  lines  is  0  feet. 

Water  Trf>r^. — The  amount  charged  to  this  account  is  for  cost  of  additional  water  i)ipe,  hydrants  and  hose  at  Car  Works,  for  protec- 
tion against  fire. 

New  Sidingfi. — The  length  of  sidings  has  been  increased  miles  in  Illinois,  ;ind  1  i  *  „  miles  in  Iowa,  niakinir  a  total  incrcnaf  of 

4iV*i7  niiles. 

Fencing. — There  have  been  2^  miles  of  new  fence  built  on  leased  lines  in  Iowa. 

Cattle  Guards  and  Crossings. — The  amount  charged  to  this  account  is  the  cost  of  highway  crossings  opened  during  the  year. 

Cairo  Ferry. — A  steam  ferry  boat,  owned  jointly  with  the  Mississippi  Central  Railroad  Company,  has  been  built,  and  is  in  succes-sfiil 
operation  for  transferring  cars  across  the  Ohio  river  between  Cairo  and  the  terminus  of  the  Mississippi  Central  Railroad.  The  boat  is  20() 
feet  in  length,  45  feet  beam,  has  two  track.s,  and  carries  12  freight  cars,  or  6  passenger  cars  of  the  largest  size.  , ;  ; 

This  account  is  also  charged  with  the  whole  amount  expended  in  the  construction  of  the  incline  for  ferry  landing  at  Cairo.  The  incline 
extends  from  the  top  of  the  Levee  near  26th  street  to  the  Ohio  river,  descending  3i  feet  in  100  feet,  is  graded  of  sufficient  width  for  two 
tracks,  and  is  completed  and  thoroughly  protected  with  rip  rap  to  a  point  7i  feet  above  extreme  low  water  ip  the  river.  It  will  be  necOJ'- 
sary  to  extend  the  incline  and  tracks  to  low  water  mark  whenever  the  stage  of  water  will  ]iermit.  The  difference  in  elevation  of' -extreme 
high  and  low  water  is  51  feet.  ■ ','  ■  ■ 

Orading  Station  Grounds. — At  Cairo,  the  tracks  on  tlie  freight  yard  grounds,  south  of  18th  street,  have  been  raised  to  the  Levee  grade, 
and  rearranged,  and  the  spaces  between  the  tracks  planked,  giving  drays  convenient  access  to  cars  for  unloading  freight.  There  have  been 
60,000  cubic  yards  of  embankment  made  on  the  transfer  grounds  north  of  18th  street,  giving  room  to  lay  live  additional  tracks  for  joint 
use  with  the  Mississippi  Central  Railroad  Company,  one-half  the  cost  having  been  charged  to  that  Company.  At  Chicago,  960  feet  of  sheet 
piling  dock  have  been  built,  and  50,000  cubic  yards  of  filling  done  for  extension  of  freight  yard,  and  to  allow  of  the  removal  of  tracks 
from  the  grounds  leased  to  the  Michigan  Central  Railroad  Company.  At  Dubuque,  35,000  cubic  yards  of  filling  were  done  for  new  freight 
house  and  tracks  for  same. 

Lalce  Shore  Protection.— There  have  been  300  feet  of  crib  work  put  in  near  Hyde  Park,  and  100  feet  at  Car  Works  for  extension  of 
piers.  '  ,'1 

Dock  Extension's.— PidT  No.  1,  236  feet  wide  and  1,000  feet  in  length,  at  the  mouth  of  Chicago  riVer,  commenced  in  1872,  has  been,  coin- 
pleted.    There  were  234  feet  of  dock  built,  and  85,500  cubic  yards  of  filling  done  during  the  year. 

Steel  Rails. — The  excess  in  value  of  the  steel  rails  used  in  renewals,  over  that  of  iron,  has  been  charged  to  this  account.  ; 

Iron  Rails. — This  account  is  charged  with  the  value  of  the  excess  in  weight  of  the  rails  used  for  renewals  on  the  Iowa  leased  lines,  over 
the  weight  of  the  rails  taken  up,  the  weight  of  the  new  rails  being  61  pounds,  and  that  of  those  taken  up,  43  to  50  pounds,  per  yard. 

Fiiih  Joints. — The  value  of  fish  joints  used  in  track  renewals  on  portions  of  the  road  previously  laid  with  chairs,  has  been  charged^  -^o 
this  account. 

0P£:i?4  T/OiV  j&XPEiVS^^-Sr  for  the  year  were  $1,449,853.94. 

Repairs  of  Road. — There  were  used  in  track  repairs,  304,864  cross  ties;  and  13,018rd*o  tons  of  new  rails,  of  which  4,654i%*'o  tons  were 
of  steel,  and  8,364vu\r  tons  of  iron.  There  are  67j%V  miles  of  track  now  laid  with  steel  rails,  of  which  3x7/(r  miles  are  in  Chicago  yards, 
50-j^  miles  between  Chicago  and  Gilman,  and  14xu ir  miles  between  Forreston  and  Dunleith.  The  large  quantity  of  rails  used  in  renewals 
during  the  last  three  years,  and  charged  to  this  account,  has  greatly  improved  the  condition  of  the  track.  ,  Between  Chicago  and  Cairo,  and 
Forreston  and  Dunleith,  its  condition  is  now  fully  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  traffic.  The  proposed  renewals  with  steel  rails  in  place  of 
iron  on  the  heavily  worked  portions  of  the  line,  will,  after  1874,  largely  reduce  the  annual  requirements  fpr  the  maintenance  of  those  por- 
tions of  the  track.  ;.'     i ■ 

Repairs  of  Bridges. — The  draw  span,  198^  feet  in  length,  of  the  Illinois  river  bridge,  has  been  rebuilt  witli  iron,  the  increased  cost  OA'er 
rebuilding  with  wood  having  been  charged  to  construction.    There  were  3,039  feet  of  pile  bridging  rebuilt  on  the  Iowa  leased  lines. 

Repairs  of  Fencing. — In  addition  to  ordinary  repairs,  84yV  miles  of  fence  were  rebuilt. 

Repairs  of  Station  Buildings.  )  The  charges  to  these  accounts  were  for  ordinary  repairs  required  for  the  maintenance  of  the  buildings 
Repairs  of  Water  Works.        f  and  works. 

Station  Grounds. — This  account  includes,  in  addition  to  ordinary  charges,  $3,647.87,  expended  for  replanking  and  macadamizing  road- 
ways in  Chicago  freight  yard. 

Repairs  of  Lake  Shore  Protection. — The  principal  items  of  this  account  are  for  repairs  to  pile  protection  sf)uth  of  Weldon,  including  the 
rebuilding  of  375  feet,  and  for  repairs  to  Cottage  Grove  piers.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS. 

This  Company's  obligation  to  set  aside  tlje  proceeds  of  the  I.and  Sales  to  the  payment  of  the  Construction  Honds 
has  been  fulfilled.  From  the  reci'ipts  of  tlie  last  year  $:i07,8.5(;.47  was  apjiiied  to  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  Bonds 
not  previously  provided  for  in  the  Sinking  Fund.  The  proceeds  of  29!»,ot)5  acres  of  lan<l  on  hand,  and  %1, 007,509. 7a 
of  Notes  Receivable  for  lands  sold,  will  pass,  as  realized,  to  the  General  Account. 

Recently  an  important  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  has  confirmed  the  Company's  action  regarding 
the  disposal  of  its  lands,  and  has  set  at  rest  questions  adverse  to  its  interests  which  had  arisen  in  the  State  Legislature. 
The  7>and  office  in  1874  collected  $408,(i70.H9,  its  expenses  wen;  $40,8  1 4.42,  leaving  •1>:iG7,8,5C.47 ;  and  :54, 523 . 40  acres 
of  land  were  sold  for  $207,652.33.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  1 50,409.59  acres  were  under  contra<;t  with  $1,007,509.78 
due  thereupon  to  the  Company,  and  299,065.85  acres  of  the  original  grant  were  on  hand  for  sale. 

A  General  Mortgage  has  been  placed  upon  the  Railway,  limited  to  $15,000,000.  It  secures  the  £958,400,  ($4,792,000) 
Five  per  cent.  Bonds,  and  also  provides  for  the  $5,000,000,  Six  per  cent.  Bonds.  For  the  additional  $5,000,000,  permitted 
under  the  Mortgage,  there  is  no  immediate  requirement. 

The  Directors  announce  a  more  satisfactory  net  result  from  the  traftic  in  1874,  than  for  several  years  previous.  The 
Interest  on  the  Debt  and  Dividends  of  Eight  per  cent,  on  the  shares  have  been  derived  from  the  Trattic.  The  Net 
Trafiic  was  $2,775,362.78;  balance  of  Interest  Account  $413,010.20,  Dividends  $2,165,533.79,  leaving  to  credit  of  Income 
Account  $196,218.79. 

This  concludes  the  first  year  of  working  freight  south  by  Rail  from  Cairo.  The  experiment  has  been  successful, 
although,  owing  to  political  troubles  in  the  South,  the  volume  of  business  has  not  been  so  large  as  in  previous  years. 
The  bulk  of  the  freight  from  Cairo  is  directed  by  Hail,  and  is  leaving  the  River.  The  Southern  Lines  are  scantily 
supplied  with  Rolling  Stock.  The  business  was  interrupted  by  the  freshet  in  the  spring  and  generally  impeded  by  the 
incomplete  condition  of  the  Southern  Railways.  In  spite  of  these  drawbacks,  the  traffic  is  remunerative  and  gaining. 
Cairo  is  now  the  centre  of  an  established  trade,  to  and  from  the  South,  chiefiy  tributary  to  our  Line,  which  is  more  direct 
than  any  other.  The  advantage  of  this  Rail  communication,  over  that  by  River,  has  been  so  marked,  that  the  future  of 
the  New  Orleans  Line  seems  well  assured.  The  parties  interested  will,  without  doubt  during  the  year,  obtain  the 
means  to  discharge  their  obligations,  and  equip  the  Line  in  some  measure  corresponding  to  the  traffic  furnished  it  by 
this  new  Northern  connection. 

The  payment  of  the  Redemption  Bonds  which  mature  April  1st,  has  been  provided  for  by  the  sale  of  £500,000  of 
twenty  year  bonds  bearing  the  same  interest  of  Six  per  cent.  Five  thousand  tons  more  of  Steel  Rails  have  been  pur- 
chased, making  10,000  tons  to  be  laid  in  the  Spring. 

The  Board  has  the  satisfaction  to  report  a  contract  for  the  use  of  our  Depot  Grounds  and  track  by  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  entering  on  our  Line  8j%%-  miles  south  of  Chicago. 

The  Working  Stock  of  Supplies,  including  5,000  tons  of  Steel  Rails  oh  hand  the  31st  December,  was  $1,117,892.91, 
The  Cash  assets  $1,940,5  74.53. 

The  debt  of  this  Company  on  the  1st  April  next  will  be  $2,500,000,  6"|„  Currency  Bonds  due  in  1890,  £500,000, 
($2,500,000,)  6°|„  Sterling  Bonds  due  in  1895,  and  £958,400,  ($4,792,000)  5%  Bonds  due  in  1903  :  and  it  holds  $4,842,000, 
of  New  Orleans,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  R.  R.  Bonds  to  ofiset  the  Five  per  cents.  The  amount  of  Share  Capital  and  Six 
per  cent,  debt  is  $34,000,000.  At  the  close  of  1864  the  sum  of  the  Share  Capital  and  debt  was  $34,209,110.  Meanwhile 
$6,489,880  has  been  added  to  the  property  in  outlays  on  the  road  and  plant. 

The  General  Balance  sheet  of  the  Company  is  submitted  lierewith  togethei-  with  statements  in  detail  of  our  business 
for  the  past  year. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Shareholders  will  be  held  the  last  Wednesday  in  May.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  TO  THE  SHAREHOLDERS. 

The  results  of  working  your  property  for  the  year  1876,  have  been  affected  by  three  causes  : 

First.    Restrictive  legislation,  and  the  failure  of  the  wheat  harvest  in  Iowa. 

Second.    The  serious  injury  to  the  corn  crop  of  Illinois,  by  the  copious  rains  of  July. 

Third.  The  competition  of  the  Trunk  Lines  in  extending  their  contest  for  Western  business,  to  points 
on  and  West  of  your  road. 

The  general  business  of  the  country  is  still  suffering  from  the  evils  of  an  irredeemable  currency.  The 
•inkage  of  values  of  every  description  of  property  increases,  as  the  value  of  the  currency  approximates 
the  gold  standard.  There  has  been  a  wide-spread  feeling  that  legislation  might  find  a  cure  for  this,  and 
ice  the  Legislatures  of  some  of  the  States  have  adopted  measures,  which  are  not  only  restrictive,  but 
al  to  commercial  enterprise,  and  from  which  no  benefit  has  been  derived  by  the  people. 

These  remarks  apply  with  special  force  to  Railways,  which  can  only  be  kept  in  existence  by  continued 
penditures  of  money.  The  legislation  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  affecting  our  Company  from  the  lease  of 
!  Iowa  Lines,  compelled  a  reduction  of  25  to  40  per  cent,  from  the  tariff  in  force  in  Iowa  prior  to  our 
jmission  to  the  Law.  This  came  at  a  most  unfortunate  season,  when  we  were  suffering  from  a  bad 
rvest  and  consequent  short  crops.  The  average  production  of  wheat  in  Northern  Iowa  last  year,  was 
r  to  six  bushels  per  acre.  Tlius,  the  volume  of  traffic  diminished,  while  the  compensation  was  also 
.uced.  ' 

Unless  sounder  opinions  prevail,  and  protection  is  afforded  to  the  Railways  in  Iowa,  it  will  not  be  long 
ore  we  shall  witness  applications  to  the  Legislature  for  appropriations  to  assist  some  of  the  Railways 
continue  operations  in  order  to  secure  means  of  transportation  for  the  agricultural  products  of  the 
ions  ti-aversed  by  them. 

The  result  of  working  the  Iowa  leased  Lines  for  the  year  1876,  under  the  circumstances  above  stated, 
9  as  follows :

These  troubles  in  Iowa  were  followed  by  very,  serious  injury  to  the  corn  crop  of  Central  Illinois,  from 
vy  rains  in  July.    Up  to  that  time,  the  season  had  been  unusually  propitious,  but  continuous  rains 
vented  the  cultivation  of  the  fields  for  more  than  a  month.    Thus  the  great  staple  in  Illinois  was 
lentably  deficient,  and  through  the  most  fertile  part  of  the  corn  belt,  there  was  scarcely  a  third  of  the 
rage  crop  harvested.    Again,  in  the  Southern  parts  of  the  State,  the  frosts  in  the  early  part  of  1876 
ired  the  fruit  trees,  destroying  that  crop,  which  had  previously  been  a  valuable  source  of  revenue. 
These  various  disturbing  elements  were  greatly  aggravated  by  the  contest  of  the  four  Trunk  Lines  for' 
grain  trade  of  the  West.    The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  backed  by  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
been  for  several  years  extending  its  ramifications  West  to  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis,  and  finally  to  Chicago. 
Las  also  communication  across  the  centre  of  Illinois,  through  Springfield,  to  the  Illinois  River,  connect- 
with  several  bankrupt  Lines  in  the  hands  of  Receivers,    The  two  Northern  Lines,  the  New  York 
tral  and  Pennsylvania  Central,  have  also  their  series  of  connecting  lines,  each  of  them  connecting  with 
Iways  in  the  hands  of  Receivers,  and  reaching  the  Mississippi  River  at  several  points.    In  order  to 
trol  the  traffic  from  the  points  of  production,  engagements  for  through  freight  to  New  York  were  made 
D  six  to  eight  points  in  Central  Illinois,  at  the  same  rates  as  were  made  from  Chicago  to  New  York, 
3  cutting  off  any  inducement  to  ship  grain  to  Chicago.    This  contest  has  not  added,  it  is  believed,  to 
prosperity  of  the  four  Trunk  Lines  engaged,  and  has  generally  demoralized  the  transportation  system 
he  country.    These  lines  make  use  of  and  connect  with  a  number  of  bankrupt  Roads  in  Ohio,  Indiana, 
lois,  and  Michigan,  under  the  control  of  Receivers  appointed  by  the  Courts,  who,  in  the  majority  of 
«,  are  interested  only  in  making  as  large  a  gross  revenue  as  possible,  without  regard  to  the  cost  of 
ig  the  business  or  the  net  result. 
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This  condition  of  things  is  entirely  beyond  the  control  of  your  Board  of  Directors,  who  cannot  make 
3'onr  railwaj^  exceptional,  or  prev^ent  it  from  suffering  the  disasters  attending  the  almost  unlimited  railway 
construction  in  the  past  ten  years. 

There  would  seem  to  be  some  point  beyond  which  these  controversies  cannot  be  carried,  but  until  some 
solid  basis  of  settlement  and  adjustment  is  reached,  there  can  be  no  profit  derived  from  the  immense  prop- 
erty invested  in  the  railway  systems  of  the  Middle  and  ISTorthwestern  States.  There  are  but  four  dividend- 
paying  railway  corporations  running  West  from  Chicago.  These  have  enlarged  their  income  by  extensions 
West  and  Southwest  towards  Nebraska  and  Kansas. 

Up  to  a  recent  period,  Chicago  held  the  control  of  the  Grain  Traffic.  It  was  supposed  that  the  cheap 
water  communication  by  the  Lakes  would  debar  transportation  by  rail  during  the  summer.  The  cost  of 
taking  a  bushel  of  grain  from  Chicago  to  New  York  for  several  successive  years  was  froni  22  to  30  cents. 
As  water  communication  has  cheapened,  rates  by  rail  have  been  reduced  in  greater  ratio.  Last 
season,  grain  was  carried  by  water  at  an  average  of  9^  cents  per  bushel  from  Chicago  to  New  York. 
In  face  of  this  extremely  low  rate,  nearly  one-half  the  grain  was  sent  direct  from  local  stations  in  Illinois 
to  the  East  by  railroad.  Chicago  has  ceased,  for  the  present  at  least,  to  be  the  great  entrepot  for  the  grain 
products  of  the  country  West  and  South  of  it.  Since  1872,  the  rates  for  grain  to  Chicago  from  local 
stations  on  our  Line  have  been  reduced  from  twenty  to  thirty  per  cent. ,  while  lumber  rates  at  most  points 
have  been  reduced  fifty  per  cent,  and  over. 

Notwithstanding  this  condition  of  affairs,  the  result  of  the  operations  of  the  Illinois  Line,  down  to  30th 


of  June  last,  were  as  follows  :

which  was  $47,865.70  above  that  of  the  corresponding  period  of  1875.  In  June  last,  when  the  dividend 
of  August  Ist  was  declared,  the  Directors  did  not  anticipate  the  full  effect  of  the  loss  of  trafiic  in  the 
aatumn  months.  Soon  after  the  payment  of  the  August  dividend,  these  causes  affecting  our  revenue 
developed  themselves,  and  the  absolute  loss  in  gross  earnings  in  Illinois  during  the  last  six  months  of 
1876  was  $501,666.59,  which  brought  the  net  result  for  the  year  on  the  whole  line  down  to  $2,144,766.31— 
being  $525,805.61  less  than  the  net  result  for  the  year  1875.  In  the  general  accounts  of  the  Company, 
the  dividends  of  February  and  August,  1876,  are  charged  in  the  year's  accounts,  whilst  in  fact  the 
August  dividend  and  that  of  February  1877,  correspond  to  the  net  result  for  the  year  1876.  This  net  result 
justified  the  two  per  cent,  dividend  declared  by  the  Board  payable  on  February  1,  1877,  on  the  basis  of 
the  following  figures :

The  cash  balance  covered  the  dividend  declared.  The  indebtedness  of  the  Company  is  confined  to  its 
funded  debt  of  $10,662,000,  upon  which  the  interest  was  last  year,  with  premium  on  gold,  $616,792.01, 
being  less  than  one-third  of  the  net  revenue. 

The  assets  of  the  Company,  besides  its  j)roperty  in  Illinois,  comprise  nearly  $5,000,000  bonds  of  the 
railways  from  Cairo  to  New  Orleans.  Default  was  made  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  these  bonds,  and 
upon  application  of  this  Oomy)any,  these  Roads  were  placed  in  tlie  hands  of  a  Receiver  on  the  10th  March 
last.  The  suit  has  becm  ])rosccut(!d  with  the  least  possible  dehiy.  Both  the  railwaj^s  are  now  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  the  mf)rtgage8  for  sale,  a,nd  will  be  sold  within  a  few  months  for  the  benefit 
of  the  bondholders.  The  line  is  now  undcn-  our  control.  Mr.  James  C.  Clarke,  our  Second  Vice-President, 
has  been  acting  since  January  lat,  under  orders  from  the  Trustees,  as  General  Manager  of  the  entire  Line  ; 
10,+^)0  tons  of  iron  have  been  laid,  and  very  extensive  improvements  made  to  tlie  track.  This  Comjiany 
lias  advanced  8398,230.07  secured  by  the  coni)()nH  on  the  first  and  second  mortgages.  The  Directors  have 
not  felt  it  safe  to  incur  large  exy)enditures  upon  this  property  until  they  obtain  actual  possession  of  it, 
which,  it  Ih  hoped,  will  occur  within  a,  few  months.  The  line  has  been  operated  in  a  disconnected  manner. 
The  8t«te  of  'l'('nn<jHsee  had  possession  of  117n»ih'S  of  road  lying  within  ils  iM>irlerH  for  non-payment  of 
interest  on  the  debt  due  to  the  Sta,te.    Managed  in  this  disjointed  way,  th«i  result  of  the  operations  of  1876

affords  but  little  evidence  of  the  true  value  of  the  property  in  efficient  hands.  At  this  time  the  Directors 
will  only  say  that  from  Sei)tember  1st  to  this  date,  the  business  offering  has  been  entirely  beyond  its 
capacity.  Owing  to  want  of  sufficient  plant,  it  has  been  compelled  to  relinquish  at  least  one-fourth  of 
the  business  falling  naturally  upon  it.  Sufficient  results,  however,  have  been  arrived  at  to  satisfy  the 
Directors  that  the  local  resources  of  this  Line,  when  it  is  in  good  order  and  fully  equipped,  are  fully  equal 
to  the  interest  on  its  mortgage  debts. 

The  Board  confidently  anticipate  that  the  ultimate  effect  of  the  Emancipation  Act,  opening  the 
protection  of  the  law  to  the  poorer  classes,  will  be  increased  prosperity  in  the  Southern  States.  Up  to  the 
present  time,  it  has  resulted  in  a  larger  production  of  their  staples  at  a  lower  (;ost  than  heretofore.  The 
profit  of  the  crop  is  subdivided  among  a  greater  number,  and  as  the  number  of  small  planters  increase,  we 
may  look  for  an  increasing  demand  for  supplies  from  the  Northwest,  which  can  be  furnished  nowhere 
cheaper  than  from  Central  Illinois. 

This  Southern  trade  and  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Southern  States  have  been  retarded  by 
political  questions,  but  the  Board  are  encouraged  to  believe  that  tliis  difficulty  will  soon  be  removed  and 
that  the  future  prosperity  of  this  Company  will  be  derived  from  its  Southern  and  Southwestern  con- 
nections. This  will  be  following  out  the  original  design  to  make  a  continuous  line  of  communication  from 
the  Lakes  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  in  aid  of  which  Congress  in  1851  made  large  grants  of  public  land  to 
this  Company,  and  to  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Company.  Time  alone  will  determine  whether  the  expectations 
of  the  Directors  are  based  upon  good  judgment. 

The  value  of  these  Southern  connections  to  this  Company  may  be  estimated  from  a  comparison  of 
the  following  figures,  which  show  the  freight  traffic  derived  from  this  source  from  1873  to  1876  passing 
through  Cairo :

The  Directors  have  endeavored  to  explain  to  the  shareholders  that  through  the  failure  of  the  crops, 
adverse  legislation  in  Iowa,  and  the  unprecedented  competition  of  Railways  traversing  our  territorj^ — all 
affecting  your  property  at  the  same  moment — the  reduction  of  income  and  dividend  was  unavoidable. 
It  is  possible  that  Iowa  will  reverse  its  legislation,  following  the  example  of  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota, 
both  of  which  States  have  repealed  the  restrictive  laws  which  were  popular  a  few  years  since.  A  full 
harvest  will  again  restore  traffic.  But  the  control  which  the  Illinois  Central  held  for  many  years  of  the 
transportation  of  the  products  of  Central  Illinois  to  Chicago  is  seriously  impaired  by  the  number  of 
Railways  traversing  the  centre  of  the  State  in  every  direction.  There  are  in  actual  operation,  within  the 
limits  of  Illinois,  7,109  miles  of  railroad.  Twenty-five  different  corporations,  operating  about  3,000  miles, 
are  either  actually  in  the  hands  of  Receivers,  or  having  failed  to  pay  interest  on  their  bonded  debt,  are  at 
the  mercy  of  their  creditors,  and  liable  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Receivers  at  any  time.  Our  chief 
difficulty  is  in  dealing  vsdth  these  bankrupt  Roads.  We  are  urged  to  purchase  or  lease  several  of  these 
Roads,  which  can  be  done  upon  terms  far  below  their  actual  cost, — in  some  instances  at  50  per  cent,  of 
their  bonded  debt.  Your  Board,  hesitating  to  incur  the  responsibility  of  such  engagements,  requested 
in  November  last,  that  a  committee  should  be  named  by  the  English  and  Dutch  shareholders,  who  hold 
a  majority  of  our  shares,  and  that  such  committee  of  shareholders  should,  accompanied  by  some 
members  of  the  present  Board,  visit  Illinois,  and  give  their  judgment  at  the  general  meeting  of  share- 
holders in  May,  touching  the  policy  which  it  is  advisable  to  adopt  for  the  general  interest,  either  by 
taking  up  some  of  the  lateral  lines  referred  to,  or  by  extending  our  operations  in  the  direction  of  our 
Southern  outlet. 

The  Board  regret  that  during  the  last  year  they  have  been  deprived  of  the  valuable  aid  of  their 
President,  Mr.  John  M.  Douglas,  who  retired  from  office  after  twenty  years  of  service.  There  are  also 
several  vacancies  in  the  Direction  which  call  for  the  selection  of  new  Managers. 

It  is  important  that  this  committee  should  arrive  at  an  early  day  and  be  prepared  to  submit  to  the 
shareholders  their  views  in  regard  to  the  policy  to  be  adopted,  and  as  to  these  new  appointments,  for 
action  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 

The  operations  of  the  line  will  be  conducted  with  the  utmost  economy  :  at  the  same  time  the  Directors 
will  endeavor  to  avoid  that  false  economy  which  would  result  in  deterioration  of  the  property  committed 
to  their  charge.

f  It  is  therein  shown,  that  in  the  rates  obtained  for  the  transportation  of  freight  in  1876,  as  compared 
'  with  the  previous  year,  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  -^-^  of  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile.  This,  with  the 
!  diminished  tonnage,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year  and  set  forth  in  the  tables,  accounts  for  the 
j  decreased:  revenue.. 

ii  I  am  again  enabled  to  report,  that,  of  the  whole  tonnage  transported  during  the  year,  87  per  cent. 
I;  was  local  to  your  Idne,  leaving  but  13  per  cent,  as  through  business  ;  while  the  earnings  show  89  per  cent, 
jl  to  have  been  derived  from  local,  and  11  per  cent,  from  through  traffic ;  thus  demonstrating,  that  with 
ij  fair  average  crops  along  the  line  of  jouv  road  in  Illinois  and  Iowa,  this  property  has  a  source  of 
profitable  revenue. 

During  the  year  1876  the  competition  by  rail  for  the  carrying  of  traffic  from  the  West  to  the  Atlantic 
seaboard  resulted  in  the  making  of  the  lowest  rates  ever  before  reached  ;  and  it  is  now  acknowledged, 
that  they  were,  in  most  cases,  below  the  actual  cost  to  the  carrier.  This  competitive  strife  existed 
between  the  great  trunk  lines  and  their  East  and  West  connections.  Although  low  lake  rates  existed  to 
Buffalo  and  other  ports  on  Lake  Erie,  grain  was  transported  by  all-rail  routes  from  the  interior  of  Illinois 
1  and  Iowa  at  less  than  cost. 

]j  From  this  fact  and  owing  to  the  diminished  crop  of  corn,  in  Illinois,  tributary  to  your  road  and  to  the 
almost  total  failure  of  the  wheat  crop  along  the  leased  lines  in  Iowa,  which  was  spread  over  two  hundred 
miles,  the  volume  of  traffic  offered  for  transportation,  as  compared  with  the  year  1875,  was  largely 
curtailed. 

It  is  true,  that  you  can  not  always  reduce  operating  expenses  in  exact  proportion  to  decrease  of 
traffic  and  at  the  same  time  maintain  permanent  way,  motive  power,  and  rolling  stock,  up  to  a  full  standard 
''  of  efficiency.    With  a  small  increase  over  the  sum  expended  in  1876  for  train  service,  fuel  and  station 
labor,  we  could  have  earned  fully  as  much,  or  more  revenue,  than  was  earned  in  1875,  if  the  business  had 
offered. 

Our  permanent  way,  motive  power,  rolling  stock  and  terminal  facilities  are  now,  as  they  have  been 
throughout  the  past  year,  capable  of  earning  a  larger  revenue,  than  has  ever  been  earned  by  this 
property.  The  policy  of  this  management  is  to  permit  no  portion  of  the  permanent  way,  or  plant,  to 
deteriorate  in  value,  but  to  keep  them  in  such  condition  as  to  be  ready  to  meet  any  reasonable  volume 
of  traffic  which  may  be  offered. 

Oh:  page  10  will  be  found  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  giving  in  detail  the  operations  of  the 
|l  Department  of  Permanent  Way  and  a  statement  of  the  expenditures  for  each  year  from  1867  to  1876, 
inclusive. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  tlie  details  of  this  repoi  t,  that  you  may  be  advised  as  to  the  material 
used  and  its  cost.  I  am  fully  justified  in  saying,  that  this  branch  of  tlie  service  is  in  better  condition 
to  day,  than  at  any  time  in  its  past  histoiy. 

In  laying  steel  rails  dui'ing  the  year  1876,  we  selected  those  portions  of  the  line  over  which  the  largest 
t^)rinage  has  been  usually  carried,  and  where  iron  rails,  from  past  experience,  gave  us  the  least  wear. 

It  is  now  five  y(;ais  since  steel  rails  were  first  laid  on  this  road,  and  each  year  has  demonstrated  the 
advantages  of  steel  over  iron.  / 

From  data  of  th(;  cost  of  maintenancij  of  sixty-nine  miles  of  tnick  from  Kensington  to  Gilman,  laid 
with  iron  luils  prior  to  1872  and  now  laid  with  steel,  it  is  a  fa(!t  that  it  has  cost  $505  i)ei'  mile  per  annum 
less  to  UKiiiitain  the  track  Ijiid  with  ■aUhA  tlum  when  laid  with  iron,  the  l)asis  of  cost  of  inatei'ial  b(niig 
upon  the  jjric-es  of  1876.  Th(!  y<'ar  1877  will  show  equally  as  good  icsults,  with  the  track  now  laid  with 
steel  from  Gilman  to  Champaign,  from  Du  Quoin  to  Caiio,  and  from  Dixon  to  Dunleith. 


The  tendency  of  rates  for  transportation  service  is  downward  ;  and  to  enable  railroads  to  meet 
decreased  rates,  tliey  must  be  put  in  (sondition  to  be  operated  at  h^ss  expense  than  fornua-ly.  They  must 
rely  upon  the  volume  of  traffic,  which  they  can  secure  at  rernuncirative  rates,  to  jjroduce  net  resulta,  rather 
than  upon  a  limited  traffic  at  high  rates. 

It  is  believed  that  steel  rails,  good  ties,  a  well-ballasted  tra(5k  and  slow  speed  with  heavy  freight 
trains,  are  some  of  the  necessities  required  to  enable  railroads  to  be  economically  operated. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide,  in  1877,  the  quantity  of  rails  required  to  maintain  the  annual  wear 
and  tear  of  that  portion  of  the  road  in  Illinois  still  laid  with  iron  rails  ;  and  it  is  hoped,  that  nothing  bul 
steel  will  be  used  in  the  future.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  procure  rails  to  replace  those  worn  out  on 
the  leased  lines  in  Iowa. 

If  some  arrangement  could  be  made  with  the  owners  of  the  Iowa  lines,  looking  to  a  reduction  of  th<! 
heavier  grades,  to  the  ballasting  of  the  track,  to  the  use  of  steel  instead  of  iron  rails,  and  to  the  substitu- 
tion of  more  permanent  bridge  superstructures,  it  would  not  only  enable  them  to  compete  more  success- 
fully with  rival  lines,  but  it  would  secure  to  them  a  larger  rental  from  increased  gross  receipts,  and 
particularly  as  the  country,  traversed  by  these  lines,  became  more  thickly  settled  and  more  generally 
cultivated. 

The  cheap  material  and  light  rails  used  in  the  construction  of  these  roads  are  now  inadequate  to  meet 
the  increased  tonnage.  To  maintain  the  property  in  a  safe  and  efficient  condition  to  accommodate  the 
wants  of  the  public,  this  Company,  as  lessee,  has  been  compelled,  each  year,  to  expend  on  it  a  sum  largely 
in  excess  of  the  65  per  cent,  retained  for  working  expenses.  It  would  have  been  impossible  to  have 
operated  these  lines,  if  they  had  been  continued  in  the  condition  in  which  they  were  at  the  time  they  were 
leased.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  negotiations  be  opened  with  the  owners  of  the  Dubiiqup 
&  Sioux  City  Railroad  and  of  the  Iowa  Falls  &  Sioux  City  Railroad,  with  a  view  to  bring  about  sucli 
improvements  as  may  be  mutually  beneficial  to  them  and  to  the  lessee  of  these  lines  of  railway. 

During  the  year  1877  a  considerable  amount  of  piling  must  be  put  in  along  the  lake  shore,  between 
Chicago  and  Hyde  Park,  to  protect  the  road-bed. 

Grading  and  rip-rapping  will  be  necessary  on  some  portions  of  the  Cairo  depot  grounds. 

New  piers  should  be  put  under  the  Kankakee  bridge. 

Some  parts  of  the  roadway  need  widening. 

About  one  and  a  half  miles  of  sidings  in  Illinois  would  be  desirable  and  a  small  quantity  of  bridging 
will  need  renewing. 

If  the  revenues  of  the  Company  will  justify  it,  the  new  engine  house  at  Weldon  should  be  com- 
pleted, and  it  is  desirable  that  an  engine  house  for  ten  or  twelve  locomotives  should  be  erected  at,  or  near, 
Fort  Dodge. 

The  old  passenger  station  in  Chicago  should  have  the  tracks  remodeled,  so  as  to  afford  better  facili- 
ties than  we  now  have,  for  receiving  and  starting  passenger  trains. 

No  outlays  of  importance  beyond  those  mentioned  will  be  required  during  the  year  1877  to  maintain 
your  Illinois  property. 

The  heads  of  the  several  departments,  their  assistants  and  the  employees  generally,  have  discharged 
the  duties  assigned  to  them  with  zeal  and  fidelity.  I  beg  to  acknowledge  my  obligations  for  the  aid 
which  they  have  rendered  me.

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Machinery  Department. — The  Machinery  in  this  department  has  been  maintained  in  good  condition,  the  repairs  having  been 
thorough,  and  will  bear  comparison  for  efficiency  with  previous  years.  During  the  year  11  engines  have  been  rebuilt,  16  received 
thorough  repairs,  and  77  general  repairs.  Of  the  11  which  were  rebuilt,  10  received  entirely  new  boilers.  194  engines  have  full  sets  of 
steel  tires.  No  steel  tires  have  broken  during  the  year.  This  Company  owns  186  engines,  and  uses  10  acquired  by  lease  of  the 
D.  &  S.  C.  R.  R.

The  freight  cars  and  passenger  equipment  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition. 

For  repairs  of  passenger,  sleeping,  baggage,  mail  and  express  cars  during  the  year,  1,083  new  wheels  and  239  new  axles  have 
been  used. 

2,418  new  wheels  have  been  used  during  the  year  in  the  repairs  of  freight  cars,  making  a  total  of  3,501  new  wheels  used  for 
repairs  of  cars. 

The  cost  of  repairing  passenger  cars  was  lyVo"  cents,  of  sleeping  cars         cents,  and  of  freight  cars  -f-^  cents,  per  mile  run. 

During  the  year,  289  red  cross  box  cars  and  11  red  cross  refrigerator  cars  have  been  built,  and  charged  to  construction  account.  ' 
The  trucks  of  150  red  cross  box  cars  were  changed  from  4  ft.  8i  in.  to  5  ft.  gauge,  and  the  expense  charged  to  construction  account. 
These  150  cars  are  rented  to  the  N.  O.,  St.  L.  &  C.  R'y. 

One  baggage,  mail  and  express  and  129  freight  cars  have  been  rebuilt.  30  passenger,  12  baggage,  mail  and  express  and  361  freight 
cars  have  received  thorough  repairs,  and  64  passenger,  26  baggage,  mail  and  express  and  2,353  freight  cars  have  received  general 
repairs.    Of  the  30  passenger  cars  which  received  thorough  repairs,  5  (sleeping  cars)  were  remodeled.

Sir  .—I  submit  the  following  statements  of  the  operations  of  the  Road  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1876. 
The  CONSTRUCTION  EXPENDITUBES  were  $598,846.51,  including  the  following  principal  items: 

Bridging. — New  bridges  of  longer  span  have  been  built  to  replace  four  truss  bridges  between  Council  Hill  and  Galena,  and  the 
additional  cost  of  these  structures  over  that  of  rebuilding  on  former  plan  and  size  has  been  charged  to  this  account.    A  similar  portion  — 
of  cost  of  replacing  trestle  and  pile  bridges  in  Iowa  has  also  been  charged  to  Bridging. 

Grading  Station  Orounds. —-Inclxx&es  cost  of  riprap  for  protection  of  grounds  at  Cairo,  and  filling  done  at  Dubuque. 

Station  Buildings. — New  station  houses  have  been  erected  at  St.  John's,  Tucker,  and  Judd,  passenger  house  at  Manchester 
purchased,  tool  houses  built  at  Carbondale  and  Gilman,  and  telegraph  office  at  Gilman ;  five  new  stock  yards  built,  and  improvements  ~ 
made  to  many  others  ;  Forreston  frame  engine  house  lined  with  brick  ;  track  scales  put  in  at  Gilman,  Pana,  and  Clinton. 

Water  Works. — Additional  fire  hydrants  and  pipe  have  been  put  in  at  Car  Works,  stone  piers  put  under  tank  at  Storm  Lake,  and 
foundation  of  tank  at  West  Branch  protected  by  riprap. 

Sidings. — In  Iowa  xVo>  a°<i  Illinois  miles  of  track  laid,  a  total  of  Syf^  miles,  besides  considerable  grading  done,  in  latter 
part  of  the  year,  on  which  tracks  are  not  yet  laid. 

Fish  Joints. — Where  fish  joints  have  been  used  in  place  of  original  chair  joints,  the  additional  cost  over  that  of  chairs  is  charged  to 
this  account. 

Lake  Shore  Protection. — A  crib  protection  has  been  put  in  near  Thirty-fifth  street,  a  total  length  of  725  feet. 

Iron  Bails. — The  value  of  the  excess  in  weight  of  iron  rails  laid  on  the  Iowa  leased  lines,  to  replace  lighter  rails,  is  charged  to  this 
account. 

Steel  Bails. — This  account  is  charged  with  the  excess  of  cost,  over  that  of  iron  rails,  of  s.teel  used  in  replacing  worn-out  iron  rails. 
Inter-State  Transfer. — A  new  landing  barge  has  been  built  for  use  on  the  Cairo  side  of  river. 

Widening  Roadway. — For  widening  and  protecting  embankments  south  of  Calumet  river  and  east  of  Galena,  and  for  enlarging 
embankments  on  the  Dubuque  &  Sioux  City  Railroad  along  Catfish  creek.  *■ 
Ballasthvg. — In  Illinois,  40^*^  miles  of  track  have  been  ballasted  with  broken  stone  and  gravel. 

Ties. — Where  ties  have  been  used  for  renewals,  in  Iowa,  of  better  quality  than  the  original  ties,  or  a  larger  number  laid  to  the 
mile,  the  increased  value  and  number  have  been  charged  to  this  account. 

Masonry. — New  abutments  of  masonry  have  been  built  for  four  bridges  on  Dubuque  &  Sioux  City  Railroad, 

New  Offices. — The  building  known  as  the  Hale  &  Ayer  Building,  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Lake  street  and  Michigan  avenue,  has 
been  fitted  up  for  the  general  ofiices  of  the  Company,  in  Chicago. 
OPERATION  EXPENSES  of  the  Road  Department  for  the  year  were  $1,261,053.66. 

Maintenance  of  Way. — Total  expenses,  $1,086,205.24,  an  increase  of  $93,773.85  over  the  preceding  year.  In  the  months  of  July  and 
September,  violent  rain  storms  caused  such  high  water  in  the  streams  between  Council  Hill  and  Dunleitli,  in  Illinois,  and  Dubuque 
and  Julien,  in  Iowa,  as  to  inflict  very  serious  injury  upon  the  road  and  structures,  involving  an  expense  of  $50,053.45  for  repairing  the 
damages. 

The  expenses  for  1876  include  12,783  j^q^q-  tons  of  steel  rails  and  5,004y^Q'^  tons  of  iron  rails,  a  total  of  17,787-j^y-  tons  ;  in  1875,  the  ^ 
expenses  included  6,550y^  tons  of  steel  and  3,80oy^75-  tons  of  iron  rails,  a  total  of  10,353i^  tons. 

At  the  end  of  year,  3522^''o  miles  of  track  were  laid  with  steel.  Between  Cairo  and  Duquoin,  75yVo  miles  ;  between  Champaign  and 
Chicago,  144yVo  miles ;  between  Tonica  and  Dunleith,  lOSj^u  miles  ;  between  Dubuque  and  Farley,  17j(nj-  miles  ;  making  a  total  of 
346YV(r  miles  in  main  track,  and  in  Chicago  and  Centralia  yards,  5y  o*V  miles. 

Upon  the  Iowa  leased  lines,  10,738  lineal  feet  of  pile  bridging  have  been  rebuilt,  in  addition  to  2,695  feet  of  temporary  bridging  put 
in  after  the  destructive  storms  of  July  and  September. 

Repairs  of  Fences. — In  addition  to  other  repairs,  40j^^  miles  of  fence  have  been  rebuilt.   711,028  feet  of  lumber  and  28,939  posts 
were  used. 

Repairs  of  Station  Buildings.   }      The  buildings,  generally,  have  been  kept  in  good  condition,  and,  at  several  stations,  have  been 
Repairs  of  Water  Works.         f  thoroughly  renewed. 

Repairs  of  Lake  Shore  Protection.— The  most  extensive  repairs  have  been  to  the  protection  near  Twentieth  and  Thirty-fifth  streets. 
Minor  repairs  have  been  made  all  along  the  shore  from  Chicago  to  Hyde  Park. 

Damages  by  Fire. — Brick  buildings  have  been  erected  at  Carbondale  and  Amboy,  and  a  frame  house  at  Remsen,  to  replace  buildings 
destroyed  by  fire.

In  vi^w-pf  the  exhaustive  report  on  tlie  affairs  of  this  Company  made  last  Spring  by  the  foreign  de^e-^^ 
gates  selected  by  a  joint  committee  of  English  and  Dutch  shareholders,  it  is  unnecessary  now  tq  e^ter  i^to^ 
particulars  touching  the  adverse  influences  which  had  disturbed  the  operations  of  this  Line,  The  Djrfj^toi^S, 
have  the  pleasure  to  report  a  much  improved  result  for  the  year  1877,  chiefly  owiing,^o  greater  ^^ccipQ^qi;^  !;^^ 
expenditures.    Iron  and,  steel, jhave  declined  to  a  lower  point  than  was  concQive^, 

ajioe,  and  there  lias,  b^e^n  ^, large  reduction  in  the  prices  of  nearly  all  railwa,y  «i?^;PPU?f-fvr,;>^f,ro^  [[fy,'  p,^^. 

The  details  of  operation  elsewhere  given,  show  net  earnings  for  last  ye^r;  ^$2, 546^561, 39,  at^^^cye^^^ 
over  the  net  of  1876  of  $401,78^1.08.  Owing  to  the  exceptionally  mild  and  raii^y  weather  prolonged  into 
midwinter,  rendering  the,  highways  impassable,  the  traffic  of  1877  did  not  hay <^  the  benefit  of  the  large 
harvest.  The  corn  crop  in  Illinois  alone  is  estimated  at  270,000,000  bushels,  and  the  wheat  crop  at 
32,500,000  bushels.  The  greater  part  of  this  still  remains  to  make  traffic  in  some  form  for  the  railways. 
We  may  look  for  increased  business  not  only  in  the  shipment  of  grain,  but  also  of  cattle,  pork  and  pr9|,^ 
visions,  the  result  of  a  large  corn  crop.  ^  ^.j^^U 

A,^,  the  suggestion  of  the  foreign,  delegates,  the  dividend  dates  were  changed  from  February  and 
August  to  March  and  September,  in  order  to  avoid  danger  of  error  in  estimating  net  traffic  for  each  half  of 
the  fiscal  year.  The  net  receipts  for  1877,  from  traffic  and  lands,  amounted  to  $2,654,697.38.  Out  of  this 
sum  were  paid  two^  dividends,  each  of  two  per  cent.,  $1,160,000,  and  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt, 
§582,990. 49,  leaving  balance  of  $911,706.89.  Deduct  the  sum  disbursed  for  permanent  expenditures  in 
Illinois,  $73,603.70,  and  the  amount,  used  to  establish  the  Insurance  Fund,  $48,000,  and  there  remains  a 
balance  unapplied  Dec,  ^^1,  187;7,  of  $790,103.19.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  balance  brought  forward 
from  the; year" s  income  corresponds,  nearly,  to  a  third  dividend.  During  the  year  $154,000  bonds  have 
been  paid,  reducing  the  Funded  Debt  of  the  Company  to  $10, 508, 000. 

In  July  last  this  Company  assumed  temporary  charge  of  the  line  formerly  known  as  the  Gcilman,^ 
Clinton  &  Springfield  Railroad,  with  the  understanding  that  the  entire  receipts  should,  for  jthe  balance 
of  the  year,  be  laid  out  upon  the  })roperty.  The  new  Company  which  has  since  succeeded  ,to  the  posses- 
sion of  that  property,  is  knowi^  as  the  "  Chicago  &  Springfield  Railroad  Company,''  and  from  it  the 
Illino^  Central  Conapany  has  now  taken  the  lease  of  the  above-mentioned  line.  The  consideration  for  its 
control,  practically  made  permanent,  is  $1,600,000  Illinois  Central  6  per  cent.  Currency  Bonds,  to  be 
issued  in  the  course  of  the  next^jr^onth^  secured  b}^  a  mortgage  on  the  112  miles  of  road  between  Gilman 
and  Springfield.  This  mortgage,  made  by  the  Chicago  &  Springfield  Railroad  Company,  admits  of  the 
i^aue,  time  to  time,  of  ^^(j);^,(;^Oy,_  additional  bond^,  to  be  used  as  ma^  be  found  necessary  in  improve- 
ment of  that  linje.  TJiis  lease  is  pursuant  tp  recommendations  of  ^th|3  .:^re]^.^  delegates,  and  ensures  a 
valuable  feeder  to  the  traffic  of  the  main  line.  i  .    ,   ,    .  t 

In  the  riots  which  occurred  at  Chicago  in  July,  growing  out  of  a  strike  originated  by  the  employes  of 
other  railway  lines,  this  Company  happily  escaped  loss  or  damage  to  any  of  its  property,  and  retained 
t]ie ^confidence  and  sup^port  oj^  its  entire  force  during  that  trying  period. 

The  final  decree  of  the  j^Q^^'t  confirming  the  Consolidated  Mortgage  bondholders  in  possession  of  the 
New  Orleans  Line,,  was  ejitered  in  November  last,  and  the  final  transfer  by  the  Receiver  to  the  purchasers 
was  made  on  the  31st  December.  The  transfer  of  thie  Tennessee  Division  necessftated  payment  in  full  of 
the  debt  to  the  State.    Since  1st  January,  the,  enti;*e  line,  extending  from  New  Orleans  to  the  Ohio  River.

has  been  under  the  control  of  Mr.  James  C.  Clarke,  our  Vice-President.  Mr.  Clarke  has  made  repairs  to 
the  plant,  bridges,  and  other  structures,  and  has  relaid  nearly  200  miles  of  the  track.  10,000  tons  of 
gteel  rails  will  be  laid  the  coming  Spring.    It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  line  2^  miles  up  the  Ohio  River, 


to  a  point  opposite  the  Illinois  Central  freight  depot,  by  the  1st  August  next.  Tlie  money  derived  from 
the  traffic  of  the  road  has  been  used,  under  the  orders  of  the  Court,  partly  in  paying  local  debts  and 
partly  in  improvement  of  the  property.  This  Company  has  advanced,  for  like  necessary  purpose^,  about 
$1,000,000,  against  which  it  holds  |1, 138,000  of  well-secured  bonds  of  the  Southern  Company',  oi  lien 
prior  to  that  of  our  previous  investment.  Our  Company  will  also  hold  nearly  three-quarters  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  new  Southern  Consolidated  Company.  The  traffic,  even  during  this  transition  period 
of  1877,  has  shown  a  decided  gain,  and  our  deliveries  of  freight  at  Cairo,  destined  to  the  South,  increased 
nearly  50  per  cent,  beyond  those  of  1876.  The  subject  of  the  investment  in  this  New  Orleans  Line,  was 
so  thoroughly  treated  in  the  report  of  the  foreign  delegates,  that  your  Directors  have  simply  to  call 
attention  to  the  vastly  improved  condition  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  State  of  Louisiana,  under  their 
present  home  government,  with  their  commercial  position  so  entirely  changed  by  the  accomplished  fact 
of  deep  water  through  the  jetties.  New  Orleans  is  now  a  first-class  port  for  vessels  of  the  largest  draft, 
and  will  command  its  share  of  the  exports  of  the  United  States  to  Europe.  We  expect  to  carry  to  that 
port  a  fair  proportion  of  the  exportable  produce  of  the  Mississippi  Vallei^:  ifoHm'.fTo  RffsJMf)  srfT 
^'^  In  Iowa  the  indications  of  public*  sentiment  toward  railways  are  more  favorable.  The  effect  of 
injudicious  legislation  on  the  interests  of  the  State  has  been  so  feeverefly 'felt  by  the  people  that  there 
is  a  probability  of  repeal  of  the  unwise  and  restrictive  laws  which  crippled  the  railways  of  the  State 
and  forbade  further  investment  of  capital.  The  Directors  regret  not  being  able  to  advise  any  result  to 
/their  efforts  to  reach  a  definite  settlement  with  the  owners  of  the  Iowa  Line,  whose  demands  have  been 
greater  than  the  Board  could  justly  meet.  ^^"^8^  «  hj  tluea-i  yrfJ  .auoieiv 

^■'^'^  F^r''many  years  we  have  had  close  relations  with  the  Tol'ed'o,  Peoria  &  Warsaw  Railway,  on 
which  foreclosure  proceedings  are  now  in  progress.  The  Managers  of  that  property  evidently  desire  to 
consolidate  it  witli  the"  Wabash  Railway.  This  is  in  conflict  with  our  interests,  and  we  are  endeavor- 
ing to  retain  our  share  of  the  traffic  passing  through  Gilman,  which  should  properly  go  to  Chicago. 

Finally,  in  regard  to  the  competition  of  several  years  '  past' fcle'tween  water  communication  fronT 
Chicago  eastward  and  the  Trunk  Railways — which  "latter  determined  at  one  time  to  take  the  traffic 
from  Illinois  to  the  seaboard  regardless  of  cost  or  profit— it  is  well  settled  that  the  inter-State  Rail-' 
ways  have  played  a  losing  game.  During  eight  months  of  water  communication  the  facilities  for 
taking  freight  by  water  are  so  much  improved  that  the  actual  cost  of  water  transportation  to  the  sea- 
board is  less  than  half  the  actual  cost  of  rail  transportation. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  outlays  made  to  increase  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  railway^'^y.V'e^ 
been  improvident;  and  since  the' reduction  of  the  tolls  upon  the  Erie  Canal,  by  the  Stafel  of  New  York, 
cheap  water  communication  is  so 'lirmV  Established  that  the  effort  to  take  freight  hy  ' rail  during  the 
Summer  months  has  failed,^^  as  ^^IncUeated  by  the  reports  of  several  of  ilie  Heading  railways.  During 
the  contest,  freight  was  carried  in  large  volume"  ai!  about 'iialf  the  aci;ual  lexpehse  incurred.  It' ckn 
hardly  be  expected  t'hat  thle" public  will  loan  more  money  to  reniew  lihis  contest,  which  has  so  d^riously 
disturbed  the  value  of  railway  properties. 

Chicago  is,  and  must  continue  to  be,  the  great  inland  port.  The  tonnage  of  vessels  going  in  and  out 
of  Chicago  last  year'was  6,585,^15  tons.  With  three  millions  of  population  in  Illinois,  and  three  or  four 
millions  in  the  States  west  and  north  of  it,  its  location  as  the  nearest  oiltliet  t(t)^tirplus  products  bt'  that 
large  population 'establishes  k  perma^  second  only  to  New  Yoi^l^  in 'its  importance  si^  d  tom-

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  rates  obtained  for  the  transportation  of  freight  in  1877  show  an  increase 
of  4-100  of  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile  over  those  received  in  1876,  The  tonnage  moved  one  mile  in  1877  was 
15,256,373  tons  less  than  in  1876.  Of  the  tonnage  moved  in  1877,  84  per  cent,  was  local,  while  of  that  of 
the  year  1876,  87  per  cent,  was  local.  The  earnings  from  local  freight  in  1877  were  86  per  cent.,  as  com- 
pared with  89  per  cent,  in  1876.  Tlie  unsettled  through  rates  to  the  seaboard,  prevailing  during  the  year, 
necessarily  had  an  effect  upon  our  local  rates  ;  more  especially  was  this  the  case  at  junction  points  and 
adjacent  stations.  To  some  extent,  the  force  of  this  circumstance  was  neutralized  by  maintaining  as 
harmonious  relations  as  possible  with  the  lines  crossing  us.  The  full  average  wheat  crop  along  the  leased 
lines  in  Iowa  in  1877  gave  fair  results  as  to  traffic  during  the  fall  months.  It  is  estimated  that  one-thii'd  of 
the  wheat  crop  along  these  lines  is  yet  to  be  moved,  also  the  greater  portion  of  a  large  corn  and  oat  crop  in 
Illinois  and  Iowa,  which  will  probably  await  the  opening  of  navigation  before  being  moved  to  any 
considerable  extent.

During  1877  there  were  249,346,941  tons  of  freight  moved  one  mile,  with  a  freight  train  mileage  of 
2,558,695  miles,  being  an  average  of  97yVo  tons  per  train  mile,  or  tons  more  per  mile  than  in  the 
preceding  year. 

In  1877  there  was  a  decrease  of  5iV  per  cent,  in  tonnage,  and  e^W  per  cent,  in  freight  train  mileage  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,  and  12iV  per  cent,  in  tonnage^  and  19tV  per  cent,  in  freight  train 
mileage  as  compared  with  the  year  1875. 

The  aim  has  been  tokeej)  the  property  in  good  phj'sical  condition,  and  reduce  the  Operation  Expenses 
wherever  it  was  practicable  and  judicious. 

Extensive  renewals  of  the  Lake  Shore  protection  at  Chicago  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  permanent  way  was  maintained  in  its  previous  good  condition. 

Nearly  three  miles  of  bridges  were  rebuilt  on  the  leased  lines  in  Iowa. 

The  motive  power  is  in  condition  to  move  a  heavy  traffic,  and  the  freight  equipment  is  improved. 

Several  new  station  buildings  were  ere(;ted,  and  additional  telegraph  wires  were  strung. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  374 ^Vo  miles  of  track  were  laid  with  steel  rails  ;  between  Cairo  and  Tamaroa

Maintenance  of   Way. — This   account  was  charged    with  $651,052.13,  which  includes   cost  of  2,5 1 9 ^^^^  tons 
of  steel  and  2,318y\^  tons  of  iron  rails  ;  a  total  of  4,837j^„^-u  tons. 

Upon  leased  lines  in  Iowa,  13,659  lineal  feet  of  pile  bridging  were  rebuilt,  and  1,367  lineal  feet  of  Howe  Truss 
bridges,  to  replace  temporary  structures. 

Repairs  of  Fences. — In  addition  to  general  repairs,  SSj^u^^  miles  of  fence  were  rebuilt,  256,760  feet  of  lumber,  19,919 
posts,  and  35,318  pounds  of  wire  were  used. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  35,  and  general  repairs  to  82  buildings,  and 
ordinai'y  and  light  repairs  wherever  needed.  The  buildings  and  water  works  are 
in  good  condition. 

A  new  water  station  with  frost-proof  tank,  resting  on  stone  piers,  was  erected  at  Doran's  Crossing,  north  of 
MattQon. 

Repairs  of  Lake  Shore  Protection. — The  most  extensive  repairs  were  the  renewal  of  2,430  lineal  feet  of  pile  pro- 
tection between  20th  and  25th  streets,  and  sinking  360  lineal  feet  of  crib  work  to  close  gap  at  Park  Row. 

Ordinary  repairs  were  made  to  all  the  Lake  Shore  protection,  and  its  average  condition  is  greatly  improved. 
Damages  by  Fire-, — A  brick  station  building  was  erected  at  Kensington  to  replace  a  wooden  one  destroyed  by  fire.

REPORT  OP  THE  DIRECTORS  TO  THE  SHAREHOLDERS. 

The  Directors  have  the  satisfaction  to  refer  the  shareholders  to  the  Greneral  Balance  Sheet  of  the  31st 
ultimo,  and  annexed  abstracts,  in  which  is  shown  a  gain  in  net  traffic  over  1877  of  $408,007.80.  This  im- 
provement is  chiefly  owing  to  the  better  condition  of  the  Line,  and  its  very  economical  management. 

The  net  return  was  from  Traffic  $3,015,229.19,  from  Lands  $64,118.45  and  from  Interest  on  the  invest- 
ment in  Bonds  secured  by  the  First  ' Mortgage  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans  Rail  Road 
Compan3^  $68,040,  making  the  aggregate  net  income  $3,147,387.64.  From  this  fund  the  Comi)any  has  paid 
the  interest  on  its  Bonds,  and  two  dividends  on  its  shares,  with  other  expenses  as  detailed,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $665,532.11  for  the  year,  which,  added  to  $790,103.19  at  credit  of  Income  Account  the  previous 
year,  makes  $1,455,635.30  now  carried  forward  at  the  credit  of  Income  Account. 

The  present  is  an  opportune  time  to  sift  and  reduce  to  an  absolute  cash  valuation  the  Company '  s  assets, 
and  thus  8312,403.62  have  been  deducted  from  the  Surplus  Account.  The  Board  has  also  dii-ected  that 
$1,000,000  more  be  deducted,  on  the  one  side,  from  the  Surplus  Account^  and,  on  the  other,  froiin  the 
valuation  of  the  property. 

A  Spur-road,  87  miles  in  length,  running  southwesterly  from  Otto,  on  the  Chicago  Division,  has  been 
built.  In  replacing  iron  rails  in  the  main  track  with  steel,  the  best  of  the  old  rails  were  selected  and 
turned  over  to  the  new  Road  at  their  market  value.  The  track  is  laid  and  fenced  in  ;  ballasting  wilt 
be  completed  this  spring.    This  Spur  will  cost  about  $250,000,  and  will,  without  doubt,  be  profitable. 

Low  tolls  upon  the  Erie  Canal  and  cheap  freight  by  Lake,  have  drawn  an  immense  volume  of  business^ 
to  the  lines  of  water  transportation  during  the  months  of  open  navigation.  The  receipts  of  grain  aj^ 
Chicago  in  1878,  were  35,000,000  bushels  in  excess  of  those  of  any  previous  year.  The  early  completiot^; 
of  the  Welland  Canal  will  further  verify  the  expectations  heretofore  expressed  in.  several  of  the  Report^ 
of  your  Board.  ^  OQ 

It  is  perhaps  well  to  refer  briefly  to  the  astonishing  progress  of  tlie  industries  of  Illinois^  Chicago  is 
already  a  great  manufacturing  centre,  70,000  operatives  are  employed,  and  the  estimated  value  of  manu- 
factured products  for  1878  is  $238,000,000.  It  seems  superfluous  to  repeat  the  obvious  truth  thai; 
wherever  cheap  fuel,  cheap  food  and  cheap  transportation  combine,  the7'e  population  will  crowd  in  to 
manufacture  for  regions  less  favored  by  these  economical  conditions.  The  enormous  coal  fields  of  Illinois 
are  being  developed  ;  the  State  is  studded  with  factories,  and  the  energy  which  has  in  twenty  years  made 
Illinois  so  conspicuous  in  the  production  of  cattle  and  grain,  is  already  showing  itself  in  the  disfHbution 
of  its  manufactures,  not  only  to  the  adjacent  and  Southern  States  of  the  Union,  but  to  Mexico  and  the 
West  Indies. 

The  New  Orleans  Line  is  greatly  improved.  Its  bridges  and  structures  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  ; 
ten  engines  and  375  freight  cars  added  to  the  plant,  16,000  tons  of  steel  rails  laid,  and  4,000  tons  more 
purchased.  The  Line  has  been  extended  3f  miles  to  East  Cairo,  and  a  new  Incline  built  opposite  the 
Illinois  Central  Freight  Depot.  The  traffic  of  the  Line  was  impeded  for  several  months  by  the  yellow 
fever,  which  also  interrupted  construction  work.  Before  this  occurred,  50  mfles  of  road  had  been  ballasted  : 
this,  with  the  new  rails,  placed  the  track  in  good  condition  for  the  winter  traffic.  The  sum  of  $1,199,000, 
due  to  the  State  of  Tennessee,  was  paid,  the  State  lien  being  preserved  for  the  benefit  of  new  Bonds  in  the 
same  amount,  of  which  $638,000  Bonds  were  used  to  refund  the  money  advanced  to  pay  the  State.  The 
new  Company  has  applied  the  balance  of  Tennessee  Lien  Bonds  to  substantial  intprovemenfe,  at  the  same 
time  paying  from  its  net  earnings  the  Coupons  on  the  prior  mortgages,  including  the  new  1st  Mortgage 
Bonds.  It  has  no  floating  debt.  When  the  traffic  again  reaches  the  average  of  the  four  years  immediately 
preceding  1878,  the  net  income  should  provide  for  interest  payments  on  the  Second  Mortgage  Income 
Bonds.  Of  these  the  Illinois  Central  Company  owns  $4,983,000.  besides  02,792  of  the  S6,6'S6  shares  issued 
by  the  Southern  Company. 

The  annual  meeting  of  shareholders  will  take  place  at  Chicago  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  May  next.

It  will  be  iijoticed  by  the  above  figures  that  the  rates  obtained  for  freight  transportation  were  19-100 
of  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile  less  in  1878  than  in  1877  ;  that  the  tpnnage  moved  one  mile  increased  in  1878 
over  the  previous  year  .^6,999, 750  tons  ;  that  87  pmr  cent,  of  the  freight  hauled  was  local,  in  comparison 
with  84  yjer  cent,  in  1877.  The  earnings  derived  from  local  freiglft  were  88  per  cent,  this  year  and  86  per 
cent,  in  1877.  The  decrease  in  passenger  earnings  results  from  lower  rates  and  shorter  average  hauls, 
caused  by  the  actions  of  the  east  and  west  lines  crossing  this  road.

During  1878  there  were  306,345,691  tons  of  freight  moved  one  mile,  with  a  freight  train  mileage  of  2,724,182  miles, 
being  an  average  of  112  j*^^^  tons  per  train  mile,  or  15  tons  more  per  mile  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  Kankakee  &  South  Western  Railroad,  from  Otto  Station  on  the  Chicago  Division,  southwesterly  to  Chats- 
worth  on  the  Toledo,  Peoria  &  Warsaw  R'y,  3Gj^^,  miles,  was  built  by  this  Company  during  the  Fall  of  1878,  and  is  operated 
as  the  Chatsworth  Division.    It  is  complete  in  every  respect  except  ballasting. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  $204,045.82  was  charged  to  construction  of  the  new  road. 

There  are  4rQQ^^\  miles  of  track  now  laid  with  steel  rails. 

The  repair  shops  at  Clinton  were  enlarged  and  improved,  additional  side  tracks  laid,  a  large  reservoir  excavated,  and 
Clinton  made  the  dividing  point  for  locomotive  runs,  instead  of  Wapella  ;  thus  affording  joint  accommodations,  at  reduced 
expense,  for  the  Northern  and  Springfield  Divisions. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  transfer  steamer,  used  at  Cairo,  was  placed  in  dry  dock,  and  received  thorough 
repairs. 

The  equipment  is  the  same  as  at  the  close  of  1877,  except,  that  375  freight  cars  were  sold  to  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis 
&  New  Orleans  Railroad  Company  for  $156,075.00,  thus  reducing  our  freight  equipment  to  4,894  cars.

Maintenance  of  I^a//.— This  account  was  charged  with  $807,';28.5S,  of  which  $105,.-).'31.(;2  waTi  for  repairs 
of  bridges.  It  includes  9,254y\''„  tons  of  steel  and  oV2^-^-^  of  iron  rails,  and  in  addition,  tiie  cost  of  transferring  from 
Chicago  Division  9!)7yyo  ^^"^  of  second-hand  steel  to  the  Iowa  Division. 

In  Illinois  2,214  and  in  Iowa  6:?4  lineal  feet  of  bridges  were  rebuilt,  and  the  floor  systems  of  five  iron  Rollman 
truss  bridges  in  Illinois  were  strengthened  by  putting  in  new  steel  pins,  wrought  iron  links,  and  heavier  suspension  bolts. 

Fencing. — ^!?tVu  miles  of  fence  were  built  in  Illinois,  and  38y%Sj_.  miles  in  Iowa.

The  interest  on  the  debt  and  two  dividends  on  share  capital  were  paid,  besides  4i9;i.j,380.o<»  for  extraordinary  expenses  in 
lllliuois.  The  latter  includes  an  elevator  at  Cairo  of  G()(),()(X)  bushels  capacity  ;  lo:>  miles  of  track  laid  with  steel  rails  ; 
the  completion  of  three  iron  bridges,  with  stone  piers  ;  the  completion  of  two  new  docks  in  Chicago,  each  -UH*  feet  wid<! 
by  1,000  feet  long,  and  of  an  iron  viaduct  across  all  our  tracks  ;  also  important  additions  to  the  equipment. 

At  the  close  of  18(j(>,  the  Company  was  charged  with  $35,559,180  of  funded  debt  and  stock.  It  then  owned  70<; 
miles  of  railway,  150  engines  and  3,G29  cars.  It  is  now  charged  with  $38,750,000,  and  owns  920  miles  of  railway  in  Illinois, 
(besides  195  miles  of  sidings  and  double  track),  224  engines,  and  (),172  cars.  From  the  present  debt  of  $9,750,000  may 
be  deducted  bonds  of  the  Chicago,  St.  r..ouis  &  New  Orleans  Railroad,  for  $:).()32,0O0,  which,  at  pa,r,  will  reduce  the  debt 
and  share  capital  to  $35,118,000 — half  a  million  less  than  it  was  in  I86H. 

The  Company  owns  $0,670,000  of  the  Southern  Line  stock,  and  $383,000  of  stock  in  tlu;  Middle  Division,  making 
$7,053,000.  Deducting  the  current  value  of  these,  th(>  charge  upon  the  Company's  property  might  be  regarded  as  reduced 
to  the  share  capital  of  $29,000,000. 

From  1860  to  1881,  inclusive,  $7,067,819.84  have  been  S|)ent  iti  betterments,  ($2,153,720.07  of  which  was  expended  in 

1879  to  1881,  inclusive).  This  includes  steel  rails,  stone  ballast,  iron  bridges,  cars  and  equipment.  This  sum,  with 
$1,600,000  paid  for  tlie  Springfield  Division,  and  $883,000  for  the  Middle  Division,  makes  |I 0, 150,SJ 9.S4  added  to  the 
property  in  fifteen  years,  during  which  time  the  debt  has  been  dimiiiisiied. 

The  economy  in  operation  is  to  a  great  extent  the  source  of  the  very  satisfactory  results  obtained  during  the  last  Kve  years. 

The  three  items  in  Operation  Expenses  which  show  the  advantages  of  working  a  well  finished  railway,  are  "  Maintenance 
of  Way,"  "Maintenance  of  Equipment,"  and  "Claims  and  Damages.""  These  three  items  from  J 866  to  1870  aggregated 
$12,575,554.04;  the  same  items  from  18?(i  to  1880  aggregated  $6,924,988.20,  showing  a  saving  in  the  last  five  years  of 
$1,130,113.15  per  ainium,  or  a  total  of  $5,650,565.78.  By  this  economy  the  net  profits  have  in  the  last  five  years  increased 
about  40  per  cent.  This  result  could  not  have  been  obtained  except  by  the  expenditures  made  to  put  the  pro]ierty  in  a  firsf 
class  physical  condition  so  as  to  transport  a  large  volume  of  business  at  low  rates. 

For  the  first  five  years  mentioned,  there  was  operated  an  average  of  937  miles  of  railway  ;  for  the  last  five  years  an 
average  of  1,215  miles.  Maintenance  of  Equipment  during  the  last  five  years  covered  the  acUlition  of  more  than  40  per 
cent,  to  the  number  of  cars  and  engines  ;  while  the  tons  of  freight  carried  over  the  line  had  grown  from  1,623,944  tons 
maximum  in  the  first  five  years,  to  2,703,582  tons  maxinuun  in  the  last  five  years. 

The  three  maximum  years,  1869  to  1871,  aggregated  $13,950,682.14  in  gross  receipts  from  freight  in  Illinois.  FrOm 
1871  the  shrinkage  was  very  marked.  The  gross  receipts  from  freight,  on  the  Illinois  Central  proper,  were  gradually  reduced 
from  $4,305,616.95,  in  1872,  to  $3,032,336.91,  in  1877 — a  loss  of  one-third.  This  loss,  in  the  face  of  increasing  tonnage,  was 
due  to  diminished  rates.  In  1877  the  earnings  from  all  sources  fell  to  $6,639,845.40.  This  was  the  turning  point  of  the 
Illinois  Central  R.  R.  Co.    The  net  earnings  in  1876  and  1877  averaged  $2,345,000  per  annum.    For  the  last  two  years, 

1880  and  1881,  the  a  verage  hns  been  $3,353,000  per  annum  net,  the  largest  avej-age  for  any  two  consecutive  years  in  the 
Company's  history. 

The  improvements  to  the  line  have  told  with  great  effect  since  1878.  The  tnaximuui  expense  for  maintenance  of 
equipment  was,  in  1869,  $1,246,478.21  ;  the  minimum  in  1879  was  $490,923.28.  The  maximum  expense  for  maintenance 
of  way  (937  miles)  was  $1,314,028.86.  This  was  reduced  in  1879  (1,215  miles)  to  $(i40,57o.53.  This  reduction  demon- 
strates that  the  most  remunerative  employment  of  capital  in  a  railway  is  in  perfecting  its  condition. 

In  Fel)ruary,  1872,  the  question  of  extending  our  operations  to  New  Orleans  was  fully  considered.  It  was  ilecided 
to  adopt  the  policy  of  extension.  On  obtaining  final  possession  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  &  New  Orleans  Railroad,  in 
1878,  a  definite  policy  of  improvement  was  adopted — laying  it  with  steel  rails,  putting  in  iron  bridges,  ballast,  etc., 
in  order  to  reduce  expenses.  This  road  has  been  viitually  rebuilt  from  Cairo  to  New  Orleans,  and  the  two  lines  of  which  it 
was  composed  have  been  consolidated,  under  one  management.  On  1st  August  last,  the  line  was  changed  to  the  standard 
gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  a  half  inches,  making  it  uniform  with  that  of  the  Illinois  Central.  Since  then  cars  have  been 
transferred  without  detention  and  at  greatly  decreased  cost. 

During  the  past  year  borings  have  been  made  in  the  bed  of  the  Ohio  river,  opposite  Cairo,  with  a  view  of  determining 
the  location  of  a  bridge  at  that  point,  and  plans  will  be  shortly  prepared. 

The  wheat  crop  of  Southern  Illinois  was  very  short,  and  the  aveiage  yield  of  corn  in  the  State  30  per  cent,  less  than 
that  of  1880.  The  Illinois  Central,  which  in  former  years  was  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  a  grain  traffic,  finds  now  use 
for  its  cars  in  moving  other  commodities,  and  this  will  increase  in  direct  ratio  to  the  gain  in  wealth  and  population,  and  in 
the  development  of  manufactures  in  the  State. 

The  State  of  Iowa,  following  the  example  of  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,  has,  through  her  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, recc^iized  her  own  interest  by  dealing  more  reasonably  with  the  railways.  The  arbitrary  schedule  of  rates  imposed 
by  the  State  of  Illinois,  without  reference  to  circumstances,  and  admitting  of  no  variation,  is  creating  great  dissatisfaction 
already  among  the  shippers  throughout  the  State,  who  are  thus  at  a  disadvantage  in  competing  with  their  rivals  in  the  large 
cities  of  the  adjoining  States. 

During  1881  there  were  sold  24,244.6S  acres  of  the  Company's  lands  for  $135,581 .57,  an  average  of  $5.59  per  acre.  The 
Company  now  has  226,852.59  acres  remaining  unsold. 

On  I  St  October,  1881,  the  Directors  sold  $2,500,000  of  the  Chiciago,  St.  Louis  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  bonds,  which 
this  Company  iield,  and  called  in  the  same  amount  of  our  Redemption  Bonds  due  in  1890.

;A  protracted  and  severe  winter  accompanied  by  heavy  and  long  continued  snows,  the  consequent  increased  con- 
sumption of  fuel  and  other  supplies,  and  the  higher  prices  paid  for  them  and  for  labor,  are  the  main  causes  of  the  increase

During  1881  there  were  386,035,424  tons  of  freight  moved  one  mile,  with  a  freight  train  mileage  of  3,14Q,7^^  miles, 
being  an  average  of  10.3^|^  tons  per  train  mile,  or  7.^^  tons  per  mile  less  than  in  1880. 

The  length  of  road  operated  in  Illinois  is  918^^*0-  miles,  and  402.J.gS_  in  Iowa  ;  1,320^^-g-  in  all.  There  are  in  addition 
204y|-5^  miles  of  side  tracks  ;  '^Qj-jjtj  of  second,  third  and  fourth  tracks,  making  an  aggregate  of  l,554j^^  miles  of  tracks,  of 
which  763^,3-  are  in  steel. 

The  rapid  growth  of  suburban  travel  between  Chicago  and  Kensington  necessitated  an  addition  of  12  cars  to  the 
passenger  equipment.    Six  locomotives  and  50  cars  are  employed  daily  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  traffic. 

The  completion  of  two  new  docks,  each  300  feet  wide  and  1,000  feet  long,  and  of  the  Randolph  street  viaduct,  added 
greatly  to  our  terminal  facilities  in  Chicago  ;  the  viaduct  is  1,725  feet  long,  and  consists  of  183  feet  of  substantial  masonry 
and  1,542  feet  of  wrought  iron  bridge,  supported  by  iron  columns  resting  upon  stone  and  pile  foundations. 

'  During  the  year  2,350  additional  feet  of  stone  wall  was  built  on  the  west  line  of  the  right  of  way  in  Chicago,  and 
12  stalls  were  added  to  the  east  engine  house  at  Weldon. 

New  stone  piers  were  built  under  the  large  iron  bridge  across  Kankakee  river. 

The  Middle  Division  (Kankakee  &  Southwestern  R.  R.)  was  fully  equipped  with  10  locomotives,  400  freight  and  4 
passenger  and  baggage  cars  ;  15  miles  of  track  were  ballasted,  and  8  grain  elevators,  of  from  25,000  to  30,000  bushels 
capacity,  were  erected. 

The  elevator  at  Cairo  was  completed  and  put  in  operation  ;  it  is  provided  with  the  best  machinery  and  appliances  for 
receiving  and  storing  grain,  and  delivering  it  to  barges  and  cars  as  oocasipn  ipay  requii-e.  A  large  yard,  with  suitable  tracks 
for  handling  oars,  was  made  in' connection  with  the  elevator.         •  , 

The  change  of  gauge  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  &  New  Orleans  R.  R.  to  the  Illinois  Central  standard  has  greatly 
relieved  Cairo  ;  lessened  very  materially  the  expenses  of  the  station,  and  doubled  its  capacity  for  interchanging  business 
with  the  Southern  Line.

The  Gross  Traffic  of  the  line  for  the  past  year  was  $8,905,312.18,  as  against  *8.5«(i,;w;' .  44  for  the  year  1S81,  an  increase 
of  $318,914.74.    The  passenger  traffic  shows  an  increase  of  45201,991  .IS. 

The  net  earnings  from  traffic  wen;  $3,600,709 . 15,  !is  against  $'^,'^i7,lH  1  . 74  for  l  lie  y<"iir  1 88 i ,  an  increase  of  >>4:J3,587  .41. 
The  net  receipts  from  all  sources  were  as  follows :

From  this  fund,  besides  paying  the  interest  on  the  debt,  and  the  usual  dividends  on  the  shares,  vi/,.,  3^  per  cent,  on 
March  1,  1882,  and  3^  per  cent,  on  September  1 ,  1882,  permanent  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  extent  of 
$1,271,451.63.  Included  among  these  are  expenditures  for  increiised  terminal  facilities  in  Chicago,  two  additional  freight 
tracks  for  a  distance  of  9^  miles,  and  the  extension  of  the  doul)le  tracks  from  Kensington  to  Monee,  19^  miles,  91.38  miles 
of  track  have  been  laid  with  steel  rails— 79.69  miles  of  road  ballasted — 520,889  ties  placed  in  the  track— a  considerable 
addition  made  to  station  grounds — 16.21  miles  of  new  sidings  laid — 4,021  feet  of  crib  wall  and  6,243  feet  of  piling  were 
constructed  for  protection  on  Lake  Shore,  and  a  considerable  addition  made  to  the  Company's  passenger  equipment. 
After  these  deductions,  there  is  a  balance  of  income  for  the  year  of  $155,451 .63. 

The  entire  line  of  the  Illinois  Central  proper,  as  well  as  that  from  Cairo  to  New  Orleans,  is  now  laid  with  steel  rails, 
and  the  increased  net  result  shown  is  largely  owing  to  this  fact. 

The  estimated  expenditures  for  betterments  in  1883,  in  Illinois,  will  probably  not  exceed  $500,000. 

On  the  1st  January,  1883,  this  Company  took  formal  possession  as  lessee,  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  &  New  Orleans 
Railroad,  (which  will  be  known  in  future  as  the  "  Southern  Division,")  thus  increasing  its  mileage  to  1,908.05  mih  s. 

During  the  past  year  $4,422,700  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  Comjiany  has  been 
(exchanged  foi-  this  Company's  Leased  Line  Stock  Certificates,  bearing  four  per  cent,  interest.  Of  this  sum  $1,100,UOO  was 
issued  against  stock  formerly  held  by  this  Company  and  sold,  and  the  remaining  $3,322,700  was  exchanged  by  other 
holders,  thus  placing  with  this  Company  all  but  $7,300  of  the  $10,000,000  of  stock  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  &  New 
Orleans  Railroad  Companj',  of  which  $4,422,700  is  pledged  against  the  Leased  Line  Certificates,  and  $5,570,000  is  the 
unencumbered  property  of  this  Company.  For  further  details  concerning  the  Southern  Division,  the  shareholders  are 
'referred  to  the  Presid<>nt's  communication  of  .January  18,  1883,  transmitting  to  them  the  reports  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Osborn, 
Chairman,  Mr.  James  C.  Clarke,  General  Manager,  and  Hon.  James  Fentress,  General  Solicitf.r  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louia 
&  New  Orleans  Railroad  Company. 

The  wheat  crop  in  Southern  Illinois  was  unusually  good  in  1882,  and  the  average  yield  of  corn  in  the  State  is  estimated 
to  be  about  "lO  per  cent,  over  that  of  1881.  South  of  the  Ohio  River  the  corn  crop  was  exceptionally  good,  and  shipments 
iiave  been  made  to  Chicago  from  points  in  K<mtucky  and  Tennessee. 

By  the  opening  of  several  new  coal  mines  and  the  construction  of  a  branch  road  ten  and  one-half  miles  long,  from 
-  Buckingham,  on  the  Middle  Division,  to  the  Essex  coal  field,  we  look  for  an  increase  in  this  class  of  traffic.  This  will 
necessitate  the  construction  of  at  least  250  additional  coal  cars. 

There  has  been  expended  during  1882,  $108,000  upon  the  construction  of  a  branch  road  running  to  the  important 
manufacturing  town  of  South  Chicago.  This,  as  well  as  the  extension  of  the  Middle  Division  to  Bloomington,  will  be 
open  for  business  in  the  early  spring. 

Two  important  branch  lines  connecting  with  the  Southern  Division  are  also  under  construction,  one  from  Jackson,  the 
capital  of  Mississippi,  to  Yazoo  City,  48  miles,  which  will  be  laid  with  selected  iron  taken  from  the  track  last  year  and 
retained  for  that  purpose ;  the  other  is  a  continuation  of  the  Kosciusko  BraiKili  from  that  point  to  Aberdeen,  97  miles. 
It  is  estimated  that  about  $2,000,000  will  be  required  during  1 88-3,  in  addition  to  the  money  already  spetit  and  material 
j)rovided,  for  these  branches. 

The  shareholders  will  see  from  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and  abstracts  that  the  dividend  payable  on  1st  March, 
1883,  has  been  deducted  from  the  surplus  on  hand  on  31st  December,  1882. 

During  1882,  23,455.13  acres  of  land  were  sold  for  $114,381 .26,  an  average  price  of  $4.s7  per  acre.  $127,508.55  has 
been  received  from  the  sales  of  lands  and  collections  on  contracts,  and  passed  to  the  credit  of  Income.  The  Company  now 
lias  206,589 . 7  acres  remaining  unsold. 

The  attention  of  the  shareholders  is  cailerl  to  the  r(>port  of  the  General  Superintendent  and  of  the  Traffic  Manager  for 
the  details  of  the  Company's  business  for  the  past  y(>ar. 

The  recent  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York  removing  the  tolls  upon  the  Erie  Canal,  and  the 
action  of  the  Canadian  Government  in  perfecting  the  Welland  Canal,  will,  it  is  believed,  add  to  the  Company's  traffic  by 
drawing  to  Chicago  an  increased  proportion  of  grain  for  lake  and  canal  trans])ortation. 

Since  the  close  of  the  year  the  Directors  have  sold  $310,000  of  the  Company's  Registered  5  per  cent.  Middle 
Division  Bonds  of  1921,  against  outlays  on  this  Division  during  1882.  Neith(M-  the  bonds  nor  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  are 
represented  in  the  accompanying  Balance  Sheet. 

The  Directors  have  ordered  the  distribution  to  the  shareholders,  on  2nd  July,  1S83,  of  stock  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  & 
New  Orleans  Railroad  Company,  in  the  proportion  of  17  shares  to  each  100  shares  of  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Stock,  as 
registered  at  the  close  of  business  on  15th  June.  No  fractions  will  b(!  issued,  nor  will  the  right  to  the  same  be  transferred. 
Settlement  for  fractions  will  be  made  by  jiayment  therefor  in  cash  at  the  rate  of  $80  per  share  of  Chicago,  St.  Louis 
&  New  Orleans  Railroad  Company's  .Stock.

During  1882  there  were  417,792,652  tons  of  freight  moved  one  mile,  with  a  freight  train  mileage  of  3,574,566  miles, 
being  an  average  of  116^*:^^  tons  per  train  mile,  or  1^^-^-^  tons  per  mile  more  than  in  1881. 

A  coal  branch  ten  miles  long  from  Bucking-ham,  on  the  Middle  Division,  northerly  to  the  coal  fields  in  Essex 
Township,  was  completed  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  making  the  length  of  road  operated  in  Illinois  928^^5-  miles,  and  402^15^^ 
in  Iowa.  There  are,  in  addition,  219y\^o-  miles  of  side  tracks,  41/^  of  second,  third  and  fourth  tracks,  making  an 
aggregate  of  l,591yL8^  miles  of  tracks,  of  which  854jy'g-  are  in  steel. 

The  necessity  for  extending  the  second  main  track  south  from  Kensington  has  long  been  felt.    This  work  was  entered 
upon  last  year  and  completed  to  Homewood,  a  distance  of  nine  miles.     Between  there  and  Monee,  ten  and  one-half 
miles,  the  new  track  is  nearly  finished. 

Two  main  tracks,  for  the  use  of  freight  trains  exclusively,  between  Chicago  and  Grand  Crossing,  nine  and  one-half 
miles,  were  commenced  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  work  was  completed  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  two  passenger  tracks  were  extended  from  Oakwoods  to  Grand  Crossing,  one  and  one-sixth  miles,  and  one-half 
the  grading  is  done  lor  their  continuation  to  Kensington. 

The  extension  of  the  Kankakee  &  Southwestern  Railroad  (Middle  Division)  from  Colfax  to  Bloomington,  a 
distance  of  twenty  miles,  was  nearly  completed  ;  the  grading  and  bridging  are  j)raotically  finished,  and  eleven  miles  of  the'j 
track  is  laid.  At  Bloomington  and  Minonk  brick  engine  houses  were  built  to  accommodate  the  Middle  Division- 
locomotives.  ;[ 

A  double-track  branch  line  five  miles  long,  from  Parkside  to  South  Chicago,  is  well  under  way,  and  will  be  readj^^ 
for  service  in  the  early  spring.    Steel  rails  and  oak  ties  are  being  used  in  its  construction. 

Ten  coaches  for  subui-ban  and  twelve  for  through  passenger  travel  were  built,  and  an  addition  was  mad«i  of  one 
hundred  20-ton  coal  cars  to  the  fi(}ight  equipment  of  the  Kankakee  &  Southwestern  Railroad  (Middle  Division). 

The  stone  wall,  commenced  in  former  years,  upon  the  west  line  of  the  right  of  way  in  Chicago,  was  extended  1,946 
feet  during  1 882.

The  gross  sum  received  from  the  traffic  of  the  entire  line,  1,928  miles,  during  the  past  year,  was  ^sl  .'5,004,743,39. 
In  1882  the  lines  in  Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans  Railroad  earned  $12,(jG 1, 708.31,  an 
increase  for  the  year  1883  of  1403,03.5.08. 

The  net  earnings  from  traffic  in  1883  were  $5,264,156.91;  in  1882,  $5,255,030.31— an  increase  of  $9,126.00.

or  10-j%*^L-  per  cent,  on  $29,000,000.    On  September  1,  1883,  a  dividend  of  E^our  per  cent,  was  paid,  and  there  have  been 

set  ap;irt  $1,740,000,  to  meet  the  regular  dividend  of  Four  per  cent,  and  an  extra  dividend  of  Two  per  cent,  payable 

March  1,  1884.    The  remaining  $156,908.79  have  been  carried  to  Surplus  Dividend  Fund,  and  will  be  held  as  applicable  to 

the  next  succeeding  dividend. 

The  expectation  held  out  by  the  last  report  that  the  "expenditures  for  betterments  in  1883  in  Illinois,  will  probably 
not  e-xceed  $500,000,"  has  been  realized.  The  amount  thus  expended  has  been  $461,432.27.  That  sum,  with  $171,097.39 
of  Permanent  Expenditures  on  the  Southern  Division,  makes  $632,529.66,  which  has  been  paid  out  of  the  income  for  1883. 

Upon  the  leased  lines  in  Iowa,  a  further  expenditure  of  $80,487.10  has  been  made  for  improvements  jiroperly  charge- 
able to  Construction,  which  makes  the  total  sura  charged  to  Permanent  Expenditures  in  Iowa  $1,270,782.52.  By  the 
terms  of  the  lease,  the  lessor  is  to  pay  to  the  lessee  the  appraised  value  of  all  such  improvements  at  the  expiration  of  the 
present  lease  of  the  Dubuque  and  Sioux  Citj-  Railroad  (October,  1887),  and  the  first  cost  of  all  real  estate  furnished  by  the 
lessee,  if  the  Illinois  Central  Company  shall  exercise  its  option  to  surrender  the  lease.  The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany has,  however,  the  option  to  renew  the  lease  in  perpetuity  on  paying  the  present  rental  of  thirty-six  per  cent  of  the 
gross  earnings. 

During  the  past  year  the  Middle  Division  was  extended  to  a  junction  with,  the  main  line  near  Bloonnngton,  making 
the  present  length  of  this  division  ISl^^^^g-  miles.  The  South  Chicago  Railroad  was  completed,  thus  affording  a  double 
track  connection,  4:j^jy  miles  in  length,  with  the  important  manufactiu-ing  town  of  South  Chicago. 

Of  the  Canton,  Aberdeen  and  Nashville  Railroad,  projected  from  Kosciusko  tn  Aberdeen,  Miss.,  87tV  'ii'ls'^i  there 
have  been  completed  o'i^-^  miles. 

Of  the  Yazoo  and  Mississip[)i  Valley  Railroad,  pi-ojected  from  Jackson,  Miss.,  to  Yazoo  City,  47-j5,y  miles,  there  have 
been  completed  39y^^  miles. 

A  large  amount  of  grading  and  bridging  has  been  done  on  the  unfinished  parts  of  both  of  these  roads;  all  the  rails  and 
other  material  necessary  for  their  completion,  including  an  equipment  of  406  cars  and  6  locomotives,  have  been  provided. 
The  Canton,  Aberdeen  and  Nashville  Railroad  has  been  laid  with  steel  rails,  and  the,  Yazoo  and  Mississippi  Valley 
Railroad  with  selected  iron  rails.  It  is  expected  that  the  former  will  be  opened  for  traffic  in  May,  and  the  latter  in 
March,  1884.  The  further  outlay  necessary  to  complete  these  roads  is  estimated  at  $325,000.  The  Board  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  these  roads  will  not  only  pay  a  fair  letrirn  upon  the  capital  invested,  but  \vill  also  prove  valuable 
feeders  to  the  main  trunk  of  the  Southern  Division.  No  bonds  have  as  yet  been  issued  upon  either  of  these  roads,  which 
when  finished,  will  be  owned  solely  by  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company.

Since  the  close  of  the  year  the  Directors  have  authorized  the  sale  of  enough  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans 
5  per  cent.  Bonds  to  restore  to  the  shareholders  the  amount  of  earnings  thus  converted  into  fixed  capital. 

Some  expenditures  to  be  made  on  the  Middle  Division  during  the  coming  year  will  absorb  the  remaining  $32,000  of 
Middle  Division  Bonds  of  1921  which  can  be  issued  under  the  mortgage  of  August  1,  1881,  made  to  secure  $1,000,000  of 
Bonds  in  all. 

The  original  Construction  Mortgage  Bonds  of  the  Illinois  Central  Company  matured  Ajiril  1,  1875,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  $4,000,  have  long  since  been  paid.  During  the  past  year  the  last  of  the  Redemption  Mortgage  Bonds  were  paid 
and  the  mortgage  of  February  1,  1864,  satisfied  and  disciiarged  of  record.  The  £50Q,000  of  6  per  cent.  Bonds  of  1895, 
the  £810,000  of  5  per  cent.  Bonds  of  1903,  and  the  £200,000  of  5  per  cent.  Bonds  of  1905,  making  together,  $7,550,000  of 
bonds  sfjcured  under  the  $15,000,000  mortgage  of  August  10,  1874,  comprise  the  only  lien  upon  the  70.5j2g-  miles  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  proper. 

The  attention  of  the  Stockholders  is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  Greneral  Superintendent,  the  Traffic  Manager,  and  the 
Land  Commissioner,  for  the  details  of  the  Company's  business  for  the  past  year;  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts 
and  expenses  of  the  Southern  Division  are  now,  for  the  first  time,  incorporated  in  the  accounts  of  the  Company.

REPORT  OF  THE  G-ENERAL  SUPERINTENDENT.

Sir: — The  Operation  Expenses  for  1883  include  those  of  the  Southern  Division.  Comparisons  are  therefore 
made  with  the  aggregate  Operation  Expenses  for  1882,  of  the  Company's  lines  in  Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  of  the  Chicago, 
St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans  Railroad.

Since  January  1st,  1883,  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans  R.  R.  has  been  operated  as  the  Southern 
Division"  of  this  line. 

During  the  year  the  Middle  Division  was  extended  from  Colfax  to  a  junction  with  the  main  line  near  Blooraington, 
making  the  length  of  the  Division  ISl-^V-ir  i^iles. 

A  double  track,  steel  rail,  branch  line,  4y'yV  miles  long,  commenced  in  1882,  was  completed  between  Parkside  and 
South  Chicago. 

The  second  main  track,  which  was  built  from  Kensington  to  Homewood  in  1882,  has  been  extended  thence  to 
Monee,  ten  and  one-half  miles. 

The  two  main  tracks,  for  the  uso  of  freight  trains,  between  Chicago  and  Grand  Crossing,  commenced  in  1882,  are 
not  completed,  but  will  be  finished  and  in  service  by  May  1st. 

The  great  flood  of  February  last,  in  the  Ohio  'Valley,  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  raising  our  railway  embankments 
from  Mounds  to  the  freight  depot  in  Cairo,  and  from  East  Cairo  to  Wickliffe.  This  work  was  prosecuted  with  vigor,  and 
the  tracks  were  raised  to  a  grade  above  the  flood  line  ;  the  embankments  were  also  materially  strengthened. 

To  afford  prompt  movement  of  the  growing  traffic  between  the  Illinois  and  the  Southern  Divisions,  a  powerful 
transfer  steamer  is  being  built.  She  will  have  a  capacity  for  18  freight  cars,  six  more  than  can  be  carried  upolj 
the  steamer  now  in  use. 

In  view  of  the  early  completion  of  the  Yazoo  and  Mississippi  Valley  R.  R.,  a  large  brick  freight  house  was  erected  at 
.lackson.  Miss.,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  business;  corresponding,  but  smaller,  houses  were  built  at  Wesson  and  Winona. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  fruit  trade  from  the  Mediterranean  and  the  Gulf  Coast  has  been  met  by  the  coiistruction  of 
an  additional  fruit  shed,  covering  an  acre  of  ground  on  the  Company's  wharves  in  New  Orleans. 

One  Iiundred  and  two  miles  of  track  were  ballasted  with  stone  or  trravel  during  1883,  of  wliicli  aboiVt  64"iyile9 
are  on  the  Southern  l^ivision.  ,  , 

This  coiirpany  has,  including  the  Kosciusko  and  I  jcxington  Branohes,  577-^)/*ji-  miles  of  road  south  of  Cairo  ;  948-^\j- 
in  Illinois;  and  102.^f«„  in  Iowa;  total,  1,927//f,  milfis.  There  are  in  addition  63/,''„  miles  of  main  tracks,  principally  in 
the  vicinity  Chicago,  and  312^^  miles  of  side  tracks  on  the  entire  road,  making  an  aggregate  of  2,303yY(v  ""ili'S  ol  tracks, 
of  which  l,498y*fl'^  are  in  steel.  This  does  not  include  the  South  Chicjigo  Branch  (4y^V  "'i '•'«),  t'»L'  Mound  City  Branch 
(2,y(j-  miles),  nor  the  linos  being  built  in  the  State  of  Mississippi.  " 

About  one  thousand  feet  were  added  to  the  stoii(>  wall,  cominoiiced  in  former  years,  ujxmi  (he  west  line  of  the  right 
of  way  in  Ohioago. 

To  equip  the  lines  under  construction  in  Mississippi,  4  looomoLiveH,  4  passenger  cars,  1  baggage  car,  and  250  freight 
cars,  were  sold  U>  the  Canton,  Aberdeen  an<l  Nashville  K.  R.  Co.,  and  2  locomotives,  1  baggage  car,  and  150  freight  cars,  to 
the  Yazoo  and  .MissisHippi  Valley  R.  R.  Co.    New  equipment  built  at  the  company's  shops  replaces  that  sold.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  3l8T,  1884 

The  gross  sum  received  by  this  Company  from  traffic  during  the  past  year  was  $12,190,833  39 

In  1883  the  sum  received  was       13,064,743  39 

More  than  one-third  of  the  decrease  was  in  the  earnings  of  the  Dul)iiquu  &  Sioux  City  and  Iowa  Palls  &  Sioux  City  Railroads,  which  are 
under  a  lease  to  this  Company  on  payment  of  a  percentage  of  tlieir  gross  earnings.  By  a  diminution  in  the  rentals  paid  to  the  lessor  companies, 
and  in  the  expenses  of  the  operation  of  these  roads,  tiie  net  result  to  this  Company  from  tlie  Iowa  Division  has  been,  in  1884,  a  loss  of  only 
$33,854.67,  without  charging  the  Iowa  Division  with  interest  on  the  cars  and  locomotives  used  tiiereon  (valued  at  $591,007),  or  rent  for  the 
terminal  facilities,  in  Dubuque  and  in  Ciiicago,  ownetl  by  this  Company.  In  1883  an  apparent  profit  of  $35,533.76  was  derived  by  this  Com- 
pany from  the  Iowa  Division  on  a  lilte  basis.

Many  years  ago  a  suit  was  begun  against  this  Company  for  an  infringement  of  Letters  Patent  to  Cawood  for  an  improvement  in  the 
common  anvil  or  swedge-block  for  welding  up  or  reforming  the  ends  of  iron  rails.  Last  spring  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
ordered,  in  effect,  that  a  judgment  be  entered  against  this  Company  for  the  payment  of  $115,138.48  as  damages  for  such  infringement  from 
September  9,  1856,  to  November  11,  1872.    That  sum  has  been  paid  out  of  the  income  of  the  last  year. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  property  of  this  Company  has  been  fully  maintained  in  every  respect,  and  the  road  bed,  bridges  and  rolling 
stock  have  been  materially  improved  during  the  past  year. 

Upon  the  leased  lines  in  Iowa  an  expenditure  of  $50,037.64  has  been  made  in  1884  for  improvements  properly  chargeable  to  Construction, 
which  makes  the  total  sum  charged  to  Permanent  Expenditures  in  Iowa,  $1,321,420.16.  By  the  terms  of  the  lease  the  lessor  is  to  pay  to  the 
lessee  the  appraised  value  of  all  such  improvements  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  lease  of  the  Dubuque  &  Sioux  City  Railroad  (October, 
1887),  and  the  first  cost  of  all  real  estate  furnished  by  the  lessee,  if  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  shall  exercise  its  option  to  surrender 
the  lease.  This  Company  has,  however,  the  option  to  renew  the  lease  in  perpetuity,  on  paying  the  present  rental  of  30  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
earnings.  The  attention  of  stockholders  is  particularly  called  to  the  steady  diminution  in  the  value  of  these  Iowa  lines,  both  intrinsically  and 
as  feeders  to  the  lines  in  Illinois. 

The  Canton,  Aberdeen  &  Nashville  Railroad  has  been  completed  to  Aberdeen,  and,  with  the  Kosciusko  Branch  and  the  West  «&  East 
Railroad,  will  be  operated  as  a  continuous  line  of  118  miles  from  Lexington,  Mississippi,  to  Aberdeen,  Mississippi. 

The  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  has  also  been  completed  and  extended  through  Yazoo  City  to  the  northern  limits  of  the  town, 
with  the  view  of  continuing  the  line  towards  Memphis. 

Both  of  these  lines  are  exempt  from  taxation  for  twenty  years.  Besides  furnishing  a  large  amount  of  new  business  to  the  main  line  of 
the  Southern  Division  (wliich  in  a  measure  accounts  for  the  comparatively  small  decrease  in  the  earnings  of  this  Division),  these  roads  have 
already  earned,  locally,  $123,277.27  gross  and  $58,680.41  net,  of  which  $03,672.22  gross  and  $39,095.30  net  were  earned  in  November  and 
December.

Since  the  Directors'  last  Report  the  Company  has  sold  Chicago,  St.  Louis  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  Company's  five  per  cent,  bonds  as  follows :

The  debt  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  has  been  reduced  $60,000  by  the  payment  of  bonds  drawn  under  the  Sinking  Fund. 
In  this  way  and  by  the  funding  of  7  per  cent,  and  8  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  Southern  Division  into  Fives,  the  fixed  charges  of  this  Company, 
including  rent  of  Soutiiern  Division  and  contribution  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  will  in  1885  be  about  $16,000  less  than  1884.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Company  will  receive  in  1885  about  $38,000  less  from  investments  in  the  bonds  and  stock  of  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  &  New  Orleans 
Railroad  Company  than  was  received  in  1884.  This  will  be  very  much  more  than  made  good  by  the  income  to  be  ilerived  from  the  First 
Mortgage  Bonds  of  the  Canton,  Aberdeen  &  Nashville  and  of  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Companies  which  will  replace  in  the 
treasury  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis  &  New  Orleans  Railroad  Company  Fives  sold  during  the  past  two  years  to  build  and  equip  these  roads. 

■The  question  of  the  Company's  riparian  rights  on  the  Lake  Front  in  Chicago  has  been  carefully  considered  b}'  the  Board.  Mr.  Ayer,  the 
General  Solicitor  of  the  Company,  "the  Hon.  Lyman  Trumbull,  and  the  Hon.  John  N.  Jewett,  of  Chicago,  have,  each  of  them,  in  response  to  a 
resolution  of  the  Board,  written  separate  and  elaborate  opinions  vindicating  the  rights  contended  for  by  this  Company  that  were  granted  to  it 
b}'  its  charter,  by  the  various  amendments  thereof,  and  by  the  Illinois  law  of  1869,  as  well  as  the  constitutionality  and  validity  of  the  several 
grants. 

In  closing  its  annual  report  for  1884,  the  Board  desires  to  express  to  the  share-owners  its  high  appreciation  of  the  zeal  and  fidelity  with 
which  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  Company  on  the  line  of  the  road  have,  during  the  past  year,  labored  in  its  behalf.  It  is  to  that  energy 
and  integrity,  displayed  all  along  the  line  which  travcr-ses  .so  many  States  and  encounters  such  a  variety  of  conditions  of  climate,  labor,  industry 
and  production,  that  the  Company  is  largely  indebted  for  the  relatively  small  diminution  in  its  net  earnings  during  a  year  of  severe  depression 
in  trade  and  business,  which  has  so  generally  and  greatly  interfered  with  the  prosperity  of  railways. 

The  details  of  the  Company's  business  are  fully  shown  in  the  reports  of  the  General  Superintendent  and  the  Land  Commissioner,  and  in 
the  accompanying  Balance  Sheets  and  Exhibits.

On  May  1st  the  Yazoo  and  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad,  45.j2_4_.  miles  long,  and  on  August  1st  the  Canton, 
Aberdeen  and  Nashville  Railroad,  STy^'-g^  miles  long,  were  opened  for  traffic,  since  which  dates  they  have  been  operated  as 
parts  of  the  Southern  Division. 

The  transfer  steamer  for  Cairo,  referred  to  a  year  ago  as  being  under  construction,  was  completed  and  put  in 
commission  early  in  the  spring.  Her  length  of  hull  is  285  feet,  and  her  capacity  is  18  freight  cars.  The  transfer  of 
passenger  and  freight  trains  across  the  river  is  greatly  facilitated  by  the  new  boat.  The  capacity  of  both  steamers  owned 
by  the  Company  is  30  cars. 

In  Illinois  and  Iowa  the  Company  has  heretofore  owned  and  operated  its  sleeping  cars.  The  leasing  of  the 
Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  New  Orleans  Railroad,  and  the  expiration  of  its  contract  with  Pullman's  Palace  Car  Company, 
necessitated  large  additions  to  this  class  of  equipment.  A  contract  was,  therefore,  made  with  the  Pullman  Company, 
June  1st,  for  a  term  of  years,  under  which  the  cars  formerly  owned  by  this  Company,  and  the  additional  cars  required, 
are  owned  jointly  and  equally,  and  are  operated  by  the  Pullman  Company. 

The  three  main  spans,  each  170  feet  long,  of  the  BoUman  Deck  Bridge,  across  the  Kankakee  River,  erected  about 
twenty-two  years  ago,  being  too  light  to  safely  carry  the  heavy  engines  and  cars  now  in  use,  were  replaced  by  heavy 
wrought  iron  spans  of  Pratt  Truss,  at  a  cost  of  about  $40,000. 

Another  flood  in  the  Ohio  Valley,  exceeding  that  of  1883,  occurred  in  February.  The  extensive  work  done  in  1883, 
between  Mounds  and  Cairo,  and  between  East  Cairo  and  Wickliffe,  in  raising  the  road-bed  and  strengthening  the  embank- 
ments, enabled  traffic  to  move  with  but  slight  delay.  The  last  flood  made  evident  the  necessity  for  a  still  higher  grade  and 
stronger  embankments,  to  which  end  a  great  deal  of  work  was  done  during  1884. 

The  two  main  tracks,  for  use  of  freight  trains,  between  Chicago  and  Grand  Crossing,  commenced  in  1882,  mentioned 
in  my  last  report,  were  completed  and  put  in  service. 

Eighty-four  miles  were  ballasted  with  stone  or  gravel  during  1884,  of  which  37^  miles  were  on  the  Southern  Division. 

This  Company  has  952yW  miles  of  road  in  Illinois;  711y-o'V  south  of  Cairo  ;  and  402^^^  in  Iowa;  total,  2,066^^^^^ 
miles.  There  are  in  addition  73j"j\  miles  of  main  tracks  in  the  vicinity  of  Chicago,  and  328^^0-  miles  of  side  tiacks  on 
the  entire  road,  making  an  aggregate  of  2,468^^^  miles  of  tracks,  of  which  1,661^^^  are  in  steel.  This  does  not  include 
the  Mound  City  Branch,  2yW  miles  long.

On  December  31st  there  were  38  locomotives,  16  passenger  and  baggage  cars,  3  sleeping,  and  851  freight  cars, 
belonging  to  this  Company,  upon  the  leased  lines  in  Iowa,  in  addition  to  the  17  locomotives,  14  passenger  and  baggage, 
and  206  freight  cars  belonging  to  the  Lessor,  and  leased  to  the  Illinois  Central  Company. 

Road  Department. — The  total  expenditures  in  this  Department  were  $1,648,864.89,  of  which  $1,422,345.52 
was  charged  to  operation — $226,519.37  was  for  construction:  in  Illinois,  $98,629.70;  on  Southern  Division,  $77,252.03;  in 
Iowa,  $50,637.64. 

Const?  UCtiOTl. — The  principal  items  charged  to  construction  are  as  follows  : 

Brid^in^. — Includes  increased  cost  of  two  Howe  truss  bridges  in  place  of  pile  trestles  in  Iowa. 

Sidings .—^^^^  miles  of  additional  sidings  were  built  in  Illinois,  5  miles  on  Southern  Division  and  miles  in 
Iowa,  making  a  total  of  9>^^-q  miles  built  during  the  year. 

Fencing— "d-^^-^  miles  were  built  in  Illinois;  79yYTr  miles  on  the  Southern  Division;  and  ^^-^^  miles  in  Iowa; 
making  a  total  of  89^*^^  miles  of  new  fence. 

Steel  Rails. — In  replacing  worn  out  iron  rails  on  the  leased  lines  in  Iowa  with  steel,  the  excess  in  the  cost  of  steel 
over  iron  was  charged  to  this  account. 

Ballasting. — In  Illinois,  13y'\j^  miles  were  ballasted  with  gravel,  and  o^-^-^  miles  with  stone;  on  Southern  Division, 
37-/^^  with  gravel;  in  Iowa,  29 jS/^-  miles  with  gravel;  total,  83-j'y-g-  miles  ballasted  during  the  year. 
OperObtion  ExpeJlseS. — The  Operation  Expenses  of  the  Road  Department  were  $l,422,-345.52. 

Maintenance  of  Way.—Th.\&  account  was  charged  with  $1,235,348.66,  of  which  $173,831.23  was  for  repairs  of 
bridges.  There  were  laid  6,342^''^^  tons  of  steel  rails.  The  entire  cost  of  2,720y\^a^  tons,  used  in  Illinois  and  on  Southern 
Division,  was  charged  to  operation  account.  In  Illinois  4,472  lineal  feet  of  bridges  were  rebuilt  ;  on  the  Southern  Division, 
6,989  feet ;  and  in  Iowa,  676  feet ;  making  a  total  of  12,137  feet  of  pile  and  trestle  bridges  rebuilt  during  the  year. 

Repairs  of  Fencing. — '^^-^^-^  miles  of  fence  were  rebuilt  in  Illinois.

During  the  year  1884,  there  were  sold  13,019.2!)  acres  of  donated  lands  to  273  persons,  for  $63,676.29.  Average  to  each  purchaser, 
47.86+ acres.  Average  price  per  acre,  $4.81+.  Donated  town  lots  were  sold  to  the  amount  of  $1,200.00.  The  number  of  sales  canceled, 
56,  for  2,234.17  acres.  Deeds  issued,  382,  for  23,810.56  acres;  31  town  lot  deeds,  and  18  duplicates.  The  whole  area  of  donated  lands  con- 
veyed to  date,  2,348,429.89  acres,  leaving  unconveyed,  245,844.99  acres.
